The Dread Disease. 


The cholera panic in Europe does 
not 
subside. 
The epidemic 
is 
spreading 
throughout 
Southern 
France. 
The number of deaths at 
Toulon and Marseilles docs not in­ 
crease, but all efforts to check the 
spread of the disease are unavail­ 
ing and it goes on from city to city. 
The fear of infection grows in other 
countries, 
which have generally 
little confidence in French meas­ 
ures te prevent the communication 
of the plague. 
On this side of the 
ocean the government is waking 
up to the necessity of vigorous 
measures. 
A cordon of revenue 
steamers is to guard against infec­ 
tion from incoming vessels, and the 
secretary of the treasury has issued 
stringent orders to 
the custom 
houses. 
It behooves 
municipal 
bodies and individuals to supple­ 
ment this preautionsry action by 
such public and private cleanliness 
as scientific inquiry pronounces the 
best protection. 


The Coeur d'Alene Collapse. 
A very dismal story comes from 
the region of the Coeur d'Alene 
mines. 
It Í6 said that bankrupt 
tewn sites, deserted camps and 
poverty-stricken prospectors strew 
the line of the Northern Pacific 
from Butte to Spokane Falls.

of her arms w as broken in another 
place, the last time caused by the 
sufferer merely lifting a sugar bow l. 
Thus matters have run along for 
several 
years, 
the unfortunate 
woman breaking one of her limbs 
every little while. 
The disease is 
gradually spreading, and is now re 
ducing the bones of her legs to 
chalk. 
The greatest care is exer 
cised to prevent the sufferer making 
use of her limbs. 
She is carefully 
lifted aboujt, and is moved around 
in an invalid's chair. 
Physicians 
say if she should fall from her chair 
or have an unusual shock all the 
bones of her body from her knees 
up would snap into small frag­ 
ments, aud of course htr death 
would ensue. 
The case has attrac­ 
ted unusual attention among the 
doctors, and many of the most 
prominent physicians in different 
parts of tht country have been 
called to attend the sufferer. 
They 
all unite in pronouncing the case 
hopeless, and can suggest no reme» 
dj*. 
There are comparatively few* 
cases of the same kind on record. 
The one in question is said to be 
the most prominently developed of 
any of the cases recorded. 
Fragile 
bones are Gaused by an absence of 
animal matter. 
The cause of the 
disease has never been discovered. 
The afflicted lady in all other re­ 
spects is apparently enjoying the 
best of health. 
It is said that 
death usually results in one year, 
but in this instance the disease has 
been fully developed for over six 
years.

The London Spectator, in reviewing “India 
md lig e r Hunting,” by Julius Barras, says: 
Mr. Barras bas introduced Into his recitals a 
•omewhat new element, the elephant, rather 
than the tiger, occupying the most prominent 
position, so that “Roghanath,” “Bahadur,” 
“Ashrnut,” and “Muarak Guj,” “Manut Dar,” 
“Bijli,” and “Futteh Alii” become quite the 
reader’s personal acquaintances, investing 
with special interest the scenes in which they 
take part; as, not content with enjoying 
sport in the usual fashion, the author deter­ 
mined to drive bis own elephant, having 
first studied the idiosyncrasies of some of these 
noble animals, as well as the duties of a good 
mahout, so that on his second expedition, and 
ever afterward during his twenty-eight years 
of Indian service, he would fallow up a 
wounded tiger and shoot him from between 
the ears of the great beast, a much more ex 
citing performance than doing the same 
thing from one’s place in tho howdah. 
Tiger-shooting, though an expensive pas­ 
time, is a thoroughly manly sport, for it is 
making war upon a dangerous enemy, which 
must lie held in check. 
For one life sacri­ 
ficed by it many more are probably saved, to 
my nothing of the cattle belonging to the 
villagers, which tho natives are totally in­ 
ca pa hie of defending for themselves. The 
elephants used for tiger-shooting are gener­ 
ally lent by the government, an official 
document 
being 
at 
the 
same 
time 
sanded to the borrower, in which the 
height, name, supposed age, 
and price* 
af the animals are duly stated, for in 
:be event of a casualty, the loss must be 
nade good. More than £100 pounds is rarely 
demanded for a government elephant, &1- 
:hough it is very often worth much more, 
the tariff being based on the expenses in­ 
curred by its capture and training. Of 
course, it is very important before making 
I selection to obtain some knowledge of the 
characters aud antecedents of the elephants 
in the commissariat yard, and if you inteud 
to be your own driver you must also con­ 
trive to be on good terms with the one you 
choose for your own personal use. 
Elephantine perfection is, it seems, repre­ 
sented by a gentle and steady female, who 
will stand quite still while the tiger is roaring 
md charging in all directions; but as females 
3f this species are by no means more endowed 
with physicals courage than other personage 
if their sex, they generally become wild with 
terror after having experienced one mauling, 
md, far from remaining tranquil make the 
best of their way from the scene of action 
when they find themselves in danger, so that 
Mr. Barras is perhaps justified in his predi­ 
lection for cross old tuskers. Be this as 
it may, his first choice fell upon a hand­ 
some 
fellow, 
nearly 
ten 
feet 
high, 
which had only killed two people during 
a »long 
career, 
and 
that 
while 
in­ 
cautiously approached during an attack of 
fever, and which bore a high character for 
gentleness as well as courage. 
Though 
ready to obey orders, “Roghanath” had a 
itrong objection to being made to kneel, so 
the author, having but little time to spare 
for making friends, thought it well “to pass 
i vote of confidence at once,” and after feed­ 
ing him with bread and sugar, proceeded to 
mount in orthodox style, namely, by step­ 
ping on his tusks, when the elephant low­ 
ered himself by advancing his front legs, 
and then allowing himself to be transferred 
by a toss of the head to his place behind the 
dors. 
This done, Mr. Barras, in his charac­ 
ter of an enlightened European mahout, set 
forth for his first ride. 
But we must let him describe this in his 
own words: “The native man, from want of 
thought, keeps up constant drumming on the 
beast's head with the goad of ’ankus;’ I 
therefore hoped not to use it at all. Such an 
mprovement all at once, however, proved 
more than even the elephantine mind coaid 
grasp. 
He began really to enjoy himself, 
going his own way more than mine, till at 
iast he marched straight into an immense 
forest tree of the banyan species, and com­ 
menced to browse. 
He seised the boughs 
above his head, and, tugging violently at 
them, brought them down on my devoted 
skull 
This was too much. 
I raised the 
ankus, and brought it down on his head with 
a blow that brought blood through the skin. 
This had the desired effect, and he at once 
bundled off by the road he knew I wanted 
him to g a 
He merely took with him a 
branch about the site of a small apple tree, 
to discuss as he went along. 
From this mo­ 
ment we were friends, and I do not think I 
»ver had to use the hook again so as to bring 
blood; generally, it was sufficient to tap him 
with my fingers to get him to do what I 
wanted.” 
It the male elephant stands one mauling he 
becomes fierce, and will charge into any 
cover where he supposes the tiger to be, dis­ 
playing on some occasions a mistaken seal 
which bas been known to produce fatal re­ 
sults, for which reason tuskers are as a rule 
not much appreciated. Mr. Barras, however, 
as before remarked, gave the preference to a 
good fighter, and seldom had reason to re­ 
pent of his choice, though on one occasion 
he had a very narrow escape. 
Having got 
into rather a slender tree without the ele­ 
phant being aware of it, the latter probably 
took him for a monkey, charged furiously, 
and seizing the sapling with his trunk bent 
it two or three times to the ground, but for­ 
tunately without breaking the stem. 
Had 
he succeeded in doing so he would in his 
blind rage have probably trampled his mas­ 
ter to death, though when the mahout suc­ 
ceeded in backing him, and the author 
dropped to the ground and called him by 
name, “Muarak Guj,” he extended his trunk 
in the most friendly manner and hoisted him 
onto his head. 
A much more terrible danger was incurred 
by the writer with this same elephant, when 
a tigress having sprung on his head, “Mua­ 
rak,” by a mighty shake, hurled his enemy 
and his rider into the air together, the latter 
being deposited unhurt in a nest of soft grass 
which happily concealed him from 
the 
tigress, and out of which in fear and trem­ 
bling be managed to make his way toward 
the approaching line of elephants, regain­ 
ing his seat upon the head of “Muarak Guj.” A 
second time the tigress made a similar spring, 
but this time Mr. Barras believes that “Mu­ 
arak” prevented the muscles of his neck 
from moving, so that his rider might not be 
unseated when he flung from him his assail­ 
ant, the already wounded tigress being finally 
mastered by one of the female elephants, who 
fairly sat down upon her and nearly smoth­ 
ered her in the mad. 
Though the author believes that there is 
no limit to the sagacity and power of these 
creatures, which he ranks next to man in the 
animal kingdom, and though he deprecates 
the treatment they receive at the hands of 
the natives, he on one occasion so far forgot 
his principles as to tease the elephant he wa* 
riding by imitating the roar of a tiger. 
He, 
however, very nearly met with his death 
from the enraged animal, which never after­ 
ward forgot the insult 
Elephants seem to 
be perfectly able to distinguish between those 
who hurt them out of malice aud those who 
do so for their good; thus even a dangerous 
one submitted with perfect patience to have 
her wounds dressed with brandy and salt, 
although the remedy is excessively painful 
On* of the female elephants, “Manut Dar,” 
gave a wonderful example of gentleness and 
intelligence, when, instead of revenging her­ 
self on the mahout, who used the goad with 
great severity when she was making ber 
escape from a tiger, she simply took it out of 
his hands with her trunk at the first oppor­ 
tunity and threw it over the wall of the 
court-yard into which she had retreated for 
shelter.

I do not know of any surer way of predict­ 
ing the changes in the weather than by ob­ 
serving the habits of the snail. 
They do not 
drink, but imbibe moisture during a rain 
aud exude it af ter 
This animal is 
never seen abroad, except before a rkrrr, s 
when you will see it climbing the bark of 
trees and getting on the leaves. The tree 
snail, as it is called, 
two days 
before 
a rain will 
climb 
up 
the stems 
of 
plants, and if the rain is going to be a 
hard and long one, then they get PP the 


*nei sered side or a lear, boc it a abort rain on 
the outside. Then there are other specie* 
that before a rain are yellow; after it blue. 
Other* indicate rain by hole* and protuber­ 
ances, which before a rain rise as large 
tubercle*. These will begin to show them­ 
selves ten days before a rain. At the end of 
each tubercle is a pore, which opens when 
the rain comes to absorb and draw in the 
moisture. In other snails deep indentations, 
beginning at the head between the horns, and 
ending with the jointure at the tail, appear 
a few days before a storm. 
Every farmer knows when swallows fly low 
that rain is coming; sailors, when the sea­ 
gulls fly toward the land; when the stormy 
petrel appears, or Mother Carey’s chickens, 
as they are called, predict foul weather. 
Take the anta 
Have yon never noticed 
the activity they display before a storm, 
hurry, scurry, rushing hither and yon, as if 
they were letter-carriers making six tripe a 
day, or expressmen behind time? Dogs grow 
sleepy and dull, and like to lie before a fire 
as rain approaches; chickens pick up peb­ 
bles, fowls roll in the dust, flies sting and bite 
more viciously, frogs croak more clamor­ 
ously, gnats assemble under trees and horses 
display restlessness. 
When you see a swan flying against the 
wind, spiders crowding on a wall, toads 
coming out of their holes in unusual numbers 
of an evening, worms, slugs aud snail* 
appearing, robin redbreasts pecking at our 
windows, pigeons coming to the dove-cote 
earlier than usual, peacock’s squalling at 
night, mice squeaking or geese washing, you 
can put them all down as rain signs. Nearly 
all animals have some way of telling the 
weather in advance. 
It may be that the 
altered condition of the atmosphere with re­ 
gard to electricity, which gene'ally accom­ 
panies changes of weather, makes them feel 
disagreeable or pleasant 
Tho fact that the 
cat licks herself before a storm is urged by 
some naturalists as proof of the special influ­ 
ence of electricity. 
Man is not so sensitive. 
Yet many people feel listless before a storm, 
to say nothing of aggravated headaches, 
toothaches, rheumatic pains, and last, but 
not least, corns.

Grape seed oil is used in Italy for purposes 
of illumination. 
The extraction is princi­ 
pally effected at Modena. 
It has also long 
been used for similar purposes in Germany 
and the Levant

yield about thirteen quarts of oil (or[about 18 
per cent). The seeds of white grapes yield 
less oil than those of the dark variety, and 
young vines are said to be more fruitful in 
this respect than older ones.

BARBARA FRITCHIE. 


Did Bhd or Did Bho Not Wave a Flag 


at Frederick? 


Searching After Troth at the Keene 
of Her Alleged Exploit—In 
a Daze of Uncer­ 
tainty* 


[Chicago Herald.] 
When Stonewall Jackson marched into 
Frederick City on that September morning 
of 1862, with his Confederate army lustily 
chanting uMy Maryland,” he made the sleepy 
old town from that moment one of the chief 
historic spots of tile war of the rebellion. 
Not because of a great battle, but through 
a poem, the growth of an incident said to 
have occurred during his progress through 
the street*. An old dame, fired with an in­ 
extinguishable devotion to the Union, was 
reported to have waved a small United 
States flag from an upper window ot her 
humble home as Jackson rod* by. That was 
Barbara Fritchi*. The incident was told to 
Mr. Whittier—some say by Mrs. Southworth 
—and out of the sentiment and patriotism of 
the act the poet bas woven a story so simple 
and beautiful that it will live as long as the 
war is remembered with interest in the his­ 
tory of the nation. 
Nearly all concur in on* fact—Stonewall 
Jackson did not pass the house of Barbara 
Fritchie, but entered by another street and 
thence through Mill alley, and so by the resi­ 
dence of some old friends. At the corner of 
the alley, according to some. Mrs. Quail troll 
waved a small hand flag; but you may walk 
for a day and you will fail to And any one in 
Frederick who saw her do it. It seems to 
have been born of the after-crop of that 
fruitful imagination which ripened and bore 
so marvelously when the cruel war was over. 
Respectable people who stand up boldly for 
Barbara sneer with contempt at the Quan- 
trell rivalry, and hundreds of other respect­ 
able people smile with a stolid incredulity at 
the claims of both. 
UNCERTAINTY, 
You go into Frederick a firm believer in 
Barbara, and you leave it in a daze of uncer­ 
tainty. 
The Republican, man or woman, 
whether la Frederick at the time or not, will 
declare loudly for the whole truth of Mr. 
W hittier's little epic, unlaw, indeed, you 
meat others who ignore old Barbara and tell 
you it was a woman named Quail troll who 
waved that flag at the old Ironsides of the 
Confederates. 
She, they will tell you, is in 
cue of the Washington departments holding 
a clerkship on credit of that same flag. 
Others will as boldly declare that the event 
never occurred. 
Republicans, again, will 
r a y that these last simply voice the sentiment 
of old Maryland. And so you flounder. 
WHAT HE SAW. 
An Intelligent colored man w as found who 
saw Barbara Fritchie wave the flag from the 
dormer window of ber small one and one- 
L&lf story house. 
It stood on the bank of the 
creek and by the bridge crossing, and on this 
bridge Fits Hugh Lee sat on his horse while 
his men lay around at their caso at “a b a ll” 
There was a flag presentation to Capt. Dor­ 
sey's company of cavalry—raised in or near 
Frederick. The colored man saw Miss Fanny 
Ebberts, then a young girl, present the flag, 
and at that moment Barbara Fritchie waved 
the Union flag from her window. 
There was 
a small excitement among the Confederates, 
and two men rushed to the house and tried 
to force the door. Fits Hugh Lee ordered 
them back, but there wee no shooting and 
“no particular great excitement” after it. 
All this the intelligent colored man saw for 
hjmndf and was glad to describe circum 
ktantially, adding that a good old Union 
man, one Jacob Engel brecht, living immedi­ 
ately opposite Barbara Fritchie, saw this 
also, and was exultant quietly that “some erne 
lived brave enough to wave the old flag in 
tbs face of the rebels.” 
WHAT SHE KNEW, 
This statement was strong enough to serve 
as a basis of inquiry. 
The young girl of 
twenty-two years since was found in lira 
Dorsey, the widow of tbat# very Capt. Dor­ 
sey to whoaa company she bad presented the 
flag by the bridge, while Fitz Hugh Lee 
looked on and Barbera Fritchie stood up so 
K.lifljr for her aide. 
Mr*. Dormy. a iofiuol 
lady in spectacles, denied all knowledge of 
the waving of the flag by the old woman, 
and also did not recollect presenting any 
flag to any company of Confederate cav­ 
alry. 
It may have been; it was so long ago, 
and she was very young. She had heard it 
reported of a Mrs. QuantreU, but of herself 
knew nothing. 
Mrs. Fritchie was brave 
enough to have done such a thing. 
Yes I 
She was of that character of woman. 
She was known to go out 
and chase 
the Confederate soldiers from her door aud 
from in front of her little house with ber 
cane, not sparing them 
meanwhile 
the 
strongest of epithets in her patriotic denun­ 
ciation mid espousal of the Union cause. 
Mrs. Dorssy clearly understood that such an 
incident did not reflect upon Gen. Stonewall 
Jackson or the Confederate cause of that day, 
but there was nothing in it but Mr. Whit­ 
tier's beautiful poem. 
So far was shattered 
the circumstantial narrative of the intelli­ 
gent colored man. 
THE LITTLE HOUSE* 
A photograph gallery was explored aud 
pictures of Barbara Fritchie and her little 
house were found. 
Hundreds of both had 
been sold. 
The 
photographer was out, 
but doubtless if he had been in he would have 
stood stoutly by the old lady’s memory—an i 
his pictures. 
The bouse was pulled down in 1809, and 
there are those who do not hesitate to say 
that the authorities of that time found it con­ 
venient to widen the creek at that precise 
spot in order to destroy that monument to 
Barbara Fritchie’s stanch loyalty. 
On the 
other side, the non-believers in Dame Bar­ 
bara ridicule the*idea as absurdly false. 
Canes were made from the wood of this house 
and sold at the Centennial—hundreds of 
them, with a certificate attached. 
To return to old Jacob Engelbrecht, the 
tailor, who lived opposite Mrs. Fritchie when 
she waved the flag, and who was glad of it. 
Honest old Jacob has joined the majority, 
but he has left a diary behind, written in 
every line and day by day himself. This was 
seen and found to be full of interest 
o l d J a c o b ’s d ia r y . 
On Sept. 6 he wrote: “This morning about 
8 a. rn. the rebels took possession of our 
good city. One thing I know, we put our­ 
selves into the hands of the Lord, who has 
watched over us so many years, and we 
were fully assured he would not forsake us 
in time of need. ” The old gentleman is re­ 
ported by his grandson to have boen aa 
Abolitionist— fearful name in those days— 
and perhaps his fears of personal injury were 
not ill-grounded. 
But he makes no mention 
of Barbara, Fritchie waiving the flag. 
Is it 
not probable, if such a noteworthy fact had 
occurred, coupled, too, with the important 
event of the Confederate army occupying 
Frederick in force, that John Englebrecht 
would have deemed it fitting of honorable 
mention in his quaintly expressed and cari­ 
ous diary? It can scarcely be considered prob­ 
able that he would have omitted it, unless, 
Indeed—as was pleasantly suggested by a 
Fritchie partisan—unless Jacob was hiding 
in his oellar at th* time and was afraid to 
&how himself. This, however, we must de­ 
cline to believe of old Jacob, who later on in 
bis diary, and when the stare and stripes 
again waved over Frederick, entered this: 
“I must say the rebels behave themselves 
well.” 
They left on the 10th, after buying 
everything in the shape of wearing apparel 
that the stores of Frederick had in them. 
That is to say the advanced guard did. 
Those who came afterward got nothing and 
left as ragged as they bad entered. 
THE GRANDSON’S STORY. 
Louis E. Engelbrecht, the grandson of Ja­ 
cob of the curious diary so well kept, says 
of the Barbara Fritchie story that his grand­ 
father did not believe in i t 
He lived oppo­ 
site and must have known of a circumstance 
so fully in accord with his own feelings, if 
it had occurred, but the old gentleman 
never failed to denounce it as a fiction which 
had no foundation in fact 
Such are the conflicting versions of the 
story of Barbara Fritchie. Exhaustless in­ 
quiries simply duplicate these. But Whit­ 
tier’s poem has niched old Barbara Fritchie 
among the heroines, and she stands there 
looking out bravely. She lies in the grave­ 
yard of Frederick, and hundreds go there 
every year to do her memory honor. 
This is 
fame. 
The sarcophagus of Alexander could 
claim no more. 
And this only the humble 
resting place of an old woman who waved a 
flag—in a poem, and waved it perhaps no­ 
where else.

The New national steamer, the America, is 
something more than a very fast vessel. 
Without doubt she is the fastest steamer 
afloat, but her wonderful speed has been 
obtained not by building her on the model of 
a lead pencil and by filling her with 
machinery. 
She has much greater porpor- 
tionate breadth of beam than the Oregon; 
her machinery indicates 8,500-horse power, 
as compared with the 10,000-horse power of 
the Oregon’s engines, while she burns 190 
tons of coal daily, instead of the 337 burned 
by her rival. 
Her splendid performance on 
her first trip shows that the day of the nar­ 
row-beamed, 
excessively 
high-powered 
steamer is over. 
With a little more than 
half the horse power, and a little more than 
half the daily consumption of coal, the 
broad-beamed, steady ship will beat her nar­ 
row, high-powered rival. 
The importance of the splendid success of 
the America can hardly be overrated. It 
proves that fast steamers can be operated at 
an immense reduction of what has hitherto 
been their necessary cost, thus enabling them 
to dispense with freight und to make a profit 
by carrying passengers only. 
It also proves 
that a narrow beam is not a necessary condi­ 
tion of speed, but that a vessel may possess 
both stability and speed. 
The America con­ 
stitutes a new type of steamer, and is to 
some extent a solution of the problem how to 
combine speed with safety aud economy.

In Philadelphia, on Eleventh street, 
is a 
large banding called Lincoln 
institution, 
where there are eighty-four 
Indian girl 
pupils. 
Mrs. J. B. Cox is president of the 
Lincoln institution, and the Indian school is 
under her personal supervision. 
The ages 
of these girls range from IO to 20, and repre­ 
sent sixteen Indian tribes. 
Most of them are 
from the west, principally Pawnees, Banters 
and 
Chippewas. 
Many of them 
have 
already been partially civilized by the ef­ 
forts of missionaries, and the majority of 
these girls will return to their own people 
as teachers. 
They are remarkably intolli 
gent, and rapidly acquire a knowledge of 
reading, penmanship and music, many of 
them, within a few months, learning to 
speak English fluently, draw maps neatly, 
write correct compositions, and play well 
upon the cabinet organ. 
During one-half the 
day the girls attend school; during the other 
half they are instructed in housework and 
sewing. 
They are neatly and uniformly 
dressed in blue gingham, with white colors; 
their hair is cut in straight bangs in front 
and braided in the back. They very quickly 
learn nice, refined habits.

The London Spectator, in reviewing “India 
ind Tiger Hunting,” by Julius Barras, says: 
! Mr. Barras has introduced Into his recitals a 
lomevrhat new element, the elephant, rather 
than the tiger, occupying the most prominent 
position, so that “Roghanath,” “Bahadur,” 
“Ashmut,” and “Muarak Guj,” “Manut Dar,” 
“Bijli,” and “Futteh Alii” become quite the 
reader’s personal acquaintances, investing 
with special interest the scenes in which they 
take part; as, not content with enjoying 
sport in the usual fashion, the author deter­ 
mined to drive bis own elephant, having 
first studied the idiosyncrasies of some of these 
noble animals, as well as the duties of a good 
mahout, so that on his second expedition, and 
ever afterward during his twenty-eight years 
of Indian service, he would fdlow up a 
wounded tiger and shoot him from between 
the ears of the great beast, a much more ex 
citing performance than doing the same 
thing from one’s place in the howdah. 
Tiger-shooting, though an expensive pas­ 
time, is a thoroughly manly sport, for it is 
making war upon a dangerous enemy, which 
must l#i held in check. For one life sacri­ 
ficed by it many more are probably saved, to 
say nothing of the cattle belonging to the 
villagers, which the natives are totally in­ 
ca pa ble of defending for themselves. The 
elephants used for tiger-shooting are gener­ 
ally lent by the government, an official 
document 
being 
at 
the 
same 
time 
aauded to the borrower, in which the 
height, name, supposed age, and price* 
of the animals are duly stated, for in 
:he event of a casualty, the loss must be 
made good. More than £100 pounds is rarely 
demanded for a government elephant, al­ 
though it is very often worth much more, 
the tariff being based on the expenses in­ 
curred by its capture and training. Of 
course, it is very important before making 
& selection to obtain some knowledge of the 
characters aud antecedents of the elephants 
in the commissariat yard, and if you intend 
to be your own driver you must also con­ 
trive to be on good terms with the one yon 
choose for 3*our own personal use. 
Elephantine perfection is, it seems, repre­ 
sented by a gentle and steady female, who 
will stand quite still while the tiger is roaring 
ind charging in all directions; but as females 
ef this species are by no means more endowed 
with physicals courage than other personage 
yf their sex, they generally become wild with 
terror after having experienced one mauling, 
ind, far from remaining tranquil make the 
best of their way from the scene of action 
when they find themselves in danger, so that 
Mr. Barras is perhaps justified in his predi­ 
lection for cross old tuskers. Be this as 
it may, his first choice fell upon a hand­ 
some 
fellow, 
nearly 
ten 
feet 
high, 
which bad only killed two people during 
1 «long 
career, 
and 
that 
while 
in­ 
cautiously approached during an attack of 
fever, and which boro a high character for 
gentleness as well as courage. 
Though 
ready to obey orders, “Roghanath” had a 
itrong objection to being made to kneel, so 
the author, having but little time to spare 
for making friends, thought it well “to pass 
1 vote of confidence at once,” and after feed­ 
ing him with bread and sugar, proceeded to 
mount in orthodox style, namely, by step­ 
ping on bis tusks, when the elephant low­ 
ered himself by advancing his front legs, 
ind then allowing himself to be transferred 
by a toss of the head to his place behind the 
ears. This done, Mr. Barras, in his charac­ 
ter of an enlightened European mahout, set 
forth for his first ride. 
But we must let him describe this in his 
own words: “The native man, from want of 
thought, keeps up constant drumming on the 
beast’s bead with the goad of ‘ankus;’ I 
therefore hoped not to use it at alL Such an 
mprovement all at once, however, proved 
more than even the elephantine mind could 
grasp. He began really to enjoy himself, 
going his own way more than mine, till at 
last he marched straight into an immense 
j forest tree of the banyan species, and com- 
| menced to browse. 
He seised the boughs 
j above his head, and, tugging violently at 
j them, brought them down on my devoted 
skull 
This was too much. 
I raised the 
: ankus, and brought it down on his head with 
j a blow that brought blood through the skin. 
■ This had the desired effect, and he at once 
j bundled off by the road he knew I wanted 
I him to go. 
He merely took with him a 
j branch about the sire of a small apple tree, 
to discuss as he went along. From this mo­ 
mee t we were friends, and I do not think I 
?ver had to use the hook again so as to bring 
j blood; generally, it was sufficient to tap him 
with my fingers to get him to do what I 
wanted.” 
It the male elephant stands one mauling he 
becomes fierce, and will charge into any 
cover where he supposes the tiger to be, dis­ 
playing on some occasions a mistaken real 
which has been known to produce fatal re­ 
sults. for which reason tuskers are as a rule 
not much appreciated. Mr. Barras, however, 
as before remarked, gave the preference to a 
good fighter, and seldom had reason to re­ 
pent of his choice, though on one occasion 
he had a very narrow escape. Having got 
into rather a slender tree without the ele­ 
phant being aware of it, the latter probably 
took him for a monkey, charged furiously, 
and seizing the sapling with his trunk bent 
it two or three times to the ground, but for­ 
tunately without breaking the stem. Had 
he succeeded in doing so he would in his 
blind rage have probably trampled his mas­ 
ter to death, though when the mahout suc­ 
ceeded in backing him, and the author 
dropped to the ground and called him by 
name, “Muarak Guj,” he extended his trunk 
in the most friendly manner and hoisted him 
onto his head. 
A much more terrible danger was incurred 
by the writer with this same elephant, when 
a tigress having sprung on his head, “Mua­ 
rak,” by a mighty shake, hurled his enemy 
and his rider into the air together, the latter 
being deposited unhurt in a nest of soft grass 
which happily concealed him from the 
tigress, and out of which in fear and trem­ 
bling be managed to make his way toward 
the approaching line of elephants, regain­ 
ing his seat upon the head of “Muarak Guj.” A 
second time the tigress made a similar spring, 
but this time Mr. Barras believes that “Mu­ 
arak” prevented the muscles of his neck 
from moving, so that his rider might not be 
unseated when he flung from him bis assail­ 
ant, the already wounded tigress being finally 
mastered by one of the female elephants, who 
fairly sat down upon her and nearly smoth­ 
ered her in the mad. 
Though the author believes that there is 
no limit to the sagacity and power of these 
creatures, which he ranks next to man in the 
animal kingdom, and though he deprecates 
the treatment they receive at the hands of 
the natives, he on one occasion so far forgot 
his principles as to tease the elephant he was 
riding by imitating the roar of a tiger. He, 
however, very nearly met with his death 
from the enraged animal, which never after- 
ward forgot the insult Elephants seem to 
be perfectly able to distinguish between tboee 
who hurt them out of malice aud those who 
do so for their good; thus even a dangerous 
one submitted with perfect patience to have 
her wounds dressed with brandy and salt, 
is excessively painful. 
One of the female elephants, “Manut Dar,” 
gave a wonderful example of gentleness and 
intelligence, when, instead of revenging her* 
self on the mahout, who used the goad with 
great severity when she was making her 
escape from a tiger, she simply took it out of 
his hands with her trunk at the first oppor­ 
tunity and threw it over the wall of the 
court-yard into which she had retreated for 
shelter.

I do not know of any surer way of predict­ 
ing the changes in the weather than by ob­ 
serving the habits of the snail. They do not 
drink, but imbibe moisture during a rain 
and exude it after***.J 
This animal is 
never seen abroad, except before a raTJf,v 
when you will see it climbing the bark of 
trees and getting on the leaves. The tree 
snail, as it is called, 
two days 
before 
a rain will 
climb 
up 
the stems 
of 
plants, aud if the rain is going to be a 
hard and long one. then they get <m the 


sneiterea siae or a tear, but it a snort rain on 
the outside. Then there are other species * 
that before a rain are yellow; after it blue. 
Others indicate rain by holes and protuber­ 
ances, which before a rain rise as large 
tubercles. These will begin to show them­ 
selves ten days before a rain. At the end of 
each tubercle is a pore, which opens when 
the rain comes to absorb and draw in tbs 
moisture. In other snails deep indentations, 
beginning at the head between the horns, and 
ending with the jointure at the tail, appear 
a few days before a storm. 
Every farmer knows when swallows fly low 
that rain is coming; sailors, when the sea­ 
gulls fly toward the land; when the stormy 
petrel appears, or Mother Carey’s chickens, 
as they are called, predict foul weather. 
Take the anta Have you never noticed 
the activity they display before a storm, 
hurry, scurry, rushing hither and yon, as if 
they were letter-carriers making six trips a 
day, or expressmen behind time? Dogs grow 
Eleepy and dull, and like to lie before a fire 
as rain approaches; chickens pick up peb­ 
bles, fowls roll in the dust, flies sting and bite 
more viciously, frogs croak more clamor­ 
ously, gnats assemble under trees and horses 
display restlessness. 
When you see a swan flying against the 
wind, spiders crowding on a wall, toads 
coming out of their holes in unusual numbers 
of an evening, worms, slugs and snails 
appearing, robin redbreasts pecking at our 
windows, pigeons coming to the dove-cote 
earlier than usual, peacock’s squalling at 
night, mice squeaking or geese washing, you 
can put them all down as rain signs. Nearly 
all animals have some way of telling the 
weather in advance. It may be that the 
altered condition of the atmosphere with re­ 
gard to electricity, which generally accom­ 
panies changes of weather, makes them feel 
disagreeable or pleasant The fact that the 
cat licks herself before a storm is urged by 
some naturalists as proof of the special influ­ 
ence of electricity. Man is not so sensitive. 
Yet many people feel listless before a storm, 
to say nothing of aggravated headaches, 
toothaches, rheumatic pains, and last, but 
not least, corns.

G rape Seed Oil* 
[French Journal.] 
Grape seed oil is used in Italy for purpoees 
of illumination. The extraction is princi­ 
pally effected at Modena. It has also long 
been used for similar purposes in Germany 
and the Levant Thirty-three pounds of seed 
yield about thirteen quarts of oil (or[about 18 
per cent). The seeds of white grapes yield 
less oil than those of the dark variety, and 
young vines are said to be more fruitful in 
this respect than older ones. The color is a 
golden yellow, and the oil loses about 25 per 
cent in purifica tion.

When Stonewall Jackson marched into 
Frederick City on that September morning 
of 1862, with his Confederate army lustily 
chanting “My Maryland,” he made the sleepy 
old town from that moment one of the chief 
historio spots of the war of the rebellion. 
Not because of a great battle, but through 
a poem, the growth of an incident said to 
have occurred during his progress through 
the streets. An old dame, fired with an in­ 
extinguishable devotion to the Union, was 
reported to have waved a small United 
States flag from an upper window of her 
humble home as Jackson rods by. That was 
Barbara Fritchie. The incident was told to 
Mr. Whittier—some say by Mrs. Southworth 
—and out of the sentiment and patriotism of 
the set the poet has woven a story so simple 
and beautiful that it will live as long as the 
war is remembered with interest in the his­ 
tory of the nation. 
Nearly all concur in one fact—Stonewall 
Jackson did not pass the house of Barbara 
Fritchie, but entered by another street snd 
thence through Mill alley, and so by the resi­ 
dence of some old friends. At the corner of 
the alley, according to some, Mrs. Quantrell 
waved a small band flag; but you may walk 
for a day and you will fail to find any one in 
Frederick who saw her do it. It seems to 
have been born of the after-crop of that 
fruitful imagination which ripened and bore 
so marvelously when the cruel war was over. 
Respectable people who stand up boldly for 
Barbara sneer with contempt at the Quan­ 
trell rivalry, and hundreds of other respect­ 
able people smile with a stolid incredulity at 
the claims of both. 
UNCERTAINTY* 
You go into Frederick a firm believer in 
Barbara, and you leave it in a daze of uncer­ 
tainty. The Republican, man or woman, 
whether in Frederick at the time or not, will 
declare loudly for the whole truth of Mr. 
Whittier’s little epic, unless, indeed, you 
meet others who ignore old Barbara and tell 
you it was a woman named Quantrell who 
w aved that flag at the old Ironsides of the 
Confederates. She, they will tell you, is in 
one of the Washington departments holding 
I a clerkship on credit of that same flag. 
Others will as boldly declare that the event 
never occurred. Republicans, again, will 
ray that these last simply voice the sentiment 
i of old Maryland. And so you flounder. 
WHAT HE SAW. 
An Intelligent colored man w as found who 
saw Barbara Fritchie wave the flag from the 
dormer window of her small one and one- 
Lalf story bouse. It stood on the bank of the 
creek and by the bridge crossing, and on this 
bridge Fits Hugh Lee sat on his horse while 
his men lay around at their ease at “a halt." 
There was a flag presentation to Capt. Dor­ 
sey’s company of cavalry—raised in or near 
Frederick. The colored man saw Miss Fanny 
Ebberts, then a young girl, present the flag, 
' and at that moment Barbara Fritchie waved 
j the Union flag from her window. There was 
a small excitement among tbs Confederates, 
and two men rushed to the house and tried 
' to force the door. Fits Hugh Lee ordered 
I them back, but there was no shooting and 
I “no particular great excitement” after it 
All this the intelligent colored man saw for 
himn¿f and was glad to describe circum 
stantially, adding that a good old Union 
man, one Jacob Engalbrecht, living immedi­ 
ately opposite Barbara Fritchie, saw this 
also, and was exultant quietly that “someone 
lived brave enough to wave the old flag in 
the face of the rebels.” 
WHAT SHE KNEW, 
This statement was strong enough to serve 
as a basis of inquiry. The young girl of 
twenty-two years since was found in Mrs. 
Dorsey, the widow of that^ very Capt. Dor­ 
sey to whose company she had presented the 
flag by the bridge, while Fitz Hugh Lee 
looked on and Barbara Fritchie stood up so 
K .lrfljr for her «i<U 
Mr*. Dorwy, m. r*fiucJ 
lady in spectacles, denied all knowledge of 
the waving of the flag by the old woman, 
and also did not recollect presenting any 
flag to any company of Confederate cav­ 
alry. It may haTe been; it w&s so long ago, 
and she was very young. She had heard it 
reported of a Mrs. Quantrell, but of herself 
knew nothing. 
Mrs. Fritchie was brave 
enough to have done such a thing. Yes! 
She was of that character of woman. 
She was known to go out 
and chase 
the Confederate soldiers from her door aud 
from in front of her little houee with her 
cane, not sparing them 
meanwhile 
the 
strongest of epithets in her patriotic denun­ 
ciation and espousal of the Union cause. 
Mrs. Dorsey clearly understood that such an 
incident did not reflect upon Gen. Stonewall 
Jackson or the Confederate cause of that day, 
but there was nothing in it but Mr. Whit­ 
tier’s beautiful poem. So far was shattered 
the circumstantial narrative of the intelli­ 
gent colored man. 
THE LITTLE HOUSE, 
A photograpic gallery was explored aud 
pictures of Barbara Fritchie and her little 
bouse were found. Hundreds of both had 
been sold. 
The photographer was out, 
but doubtless if he had been in he would have 
stood stoutly by the old lady’s memory—and 
his pictures. 
The bouse was pulled down in 1869, and 
there are those who do not hesitate to say 
that the authorities of that time found it con­ 
venient to widen the creek at that precise 
spot in order to destroy that monument to 
Barbara Fritchie’s stanch loyalty. On the 
other side, the non-believers in Dame Bar­ 
bara ridicule the*idea as absurdly false. 
Canes were made from the wood of this house 
and sold at the Centennial—hundreds of 
them, with a certificate attached. 
To return to old Jacob Engelbrecht, the 
tailor, who lived opposite Mrs. Fritchie when 
she waved the flag, and who was glad of it. 
Honest old Jacob has joined the majority, 
but he has left a diary behind, written in 
every line and day by day himself. This was 
seen and found to be full of interest 
o l d J a c o b ’s d ia r y . 
On Sept. 6 he wrote: “This morning about 
8 a. m. the rebels took possession of our 
good city. One thing I know, we put our­ 
selves into the hands of the Lord, who has 
watched over us so many years, and we 
were fully assured he would not forsake us 
in time of need.” The old gentleman is re­ 
ported by his grandson to have buen an 
Abolitionist— fearful name in those days— 
and perhaps his fears of personal injury were 
not ill-grounded. But he makes no mention 
of Barbara, Fritchie waiving the flag. Is it 
not probable, if such a noteworthy fact had 
occurred, coupled, too, with the important 
event of the Confederate army occupying 
Frederick in force, that John Englebrecbt 
would have deemed it fitting of honorable 
mention in his quaintly expressed and cari­ 
ous diary? It can scarcely be considered prob­ 
able that he would have omitted it, unless, 
indeed—as was pleasantly suggested by a 
Fritchie partisan—uniere Jacob was hiding 
in his cellar at the time and was afraid to 
show himself. This, however, we must de­ 
cline to believe of old Jacob, who later on in 
bis diary, and when the stars and stripes 
again waved over Frederick, entered this: 
“1 must say the rebels behave themselves 
well.” They left on the 10th, after buying 
everything in the shape of wearing apparel 
that the stores of Frederick had in them. 
That is to say the advanced guard did. 
Those who came afterward got nothing and 
left as ragged as they had entered. 
THE GRANDSON’S STORY. 
Louis E. Engelbrecht, the grandson of Ja­ 
cob of the curious diary so well kept, says 
of the Barbara Fritchie story that his grand­ 
father did not believe in it He lived oppo­ 
site and must have known of a circumstance 
so fully in accord with his own feelings, if 
it had occurred, but the old gentleman 
never failed to denounce it as a fiction which 
had no foundation in fact 
Such are the conflicting versions of the 
story of Barbara Fritchie. Exhaust!ess in­ 
quiries simply duplicate these. But Whit­ 
tier’s poem has niched old Barbara Fritchie 
among the heroines, and she stands there 
looking out bravely. She lies in the grave­ 
yard of Frederick, and hundreds go there 
every year to do her memory honor. This is 
fame. The sarcophagus of Alexander could 
claim no more. And this ouly the humble 
resting place of an old woman who waved a 
Hag—in a poem, and waved it perhaps no­ 
whore else.

The New national steamer, the America, is 
something more than a very fast vessel. 
Without doubt she is the fastest steamer 
afloat, but her wonderful speed has been 
obtained not by building her on the model of 
a lead pencil and by filling her with 
machinery. She has much greater porpor- 
tionate breadth of beam tban the Oregon; 
her machinery indicates 8,500-horse power, 
as compared with the 16,000-horse power of 
the Oregon’s engines, while she burns 190 
tons of coal daily, instead of the 337 burned 
by her rival. Her splendid performance on 
her first trip shows that the day of the nar­ 
row-beamed, 
excessivoly 
high-powered 
steamer is over. With a little more than 
half the horse power, and a little moro than 
half the daily consumption of coal, the 
broad-beamed, steady ship will beat her nar­ 
row, high-powered rival. 
The importance of the splendid success of 
the America can hardly be overrated. It 
proves that fast steamers can be operated at 
an immense reduction of what has hitherto 
been their necessary cost, thus enabling them 
to dispense with freight und to make a profit 
by carrying passengers only. It also proves 
that a narrow beam is not a necessary condi­ 
tion of speed, but that a vessel may pooess 
both stability and speed. The America con­ 
stitutes a new type of steamer, and is to 
some extent a solution of the problem how to 
combine speed with safety and economy.

[Atlanta Constitution.] 
In Philadelphia, on Eleventh street, is a 
large building called Lincoln institution, 
where there are eighty-four 
Indian girl 
pupils. Mrs. J. B. Cox is president of the 
Lincoln institution, and the Indian school is 
under her personal supervision. The ages 
of these girls range from 10 to 20, and repre­ 
sent sixteen Indian tribes. Most of them are 
from the west, principally Pawnees, Santecs 
and 
Cbippewas. 
Many of them 
have 
already been partially civilized by the ef­ 
forts of missionaries, and the majority of 
these girls will return to their own people 
as teachers. They are remarkably inteili 
gent, and rapidly acquire a knowledge of 
reading, penmanship and music, many of 
them, within a few months, learning to 
speak English fluently, draw maps neatly, 
write correct compositions, and play well 
upon the cabinet organ. During one-half the 
lay the girls attend school; during the other 
half they are instructed in housework and 
sewing. 
They are neatly and uniformly 
dressed in blue gingham, with white colors; 
their hair is cut in straight bangs in front 
and braided in the back. They very quickly 
learn nice, refined habits.

decorations of the buildings was 
enhanced by their windows which 
were crowded with visions of beau­ 
tiful faces, in settings of nebulous 
lace and creamy muslin.

scribed. 
It is to be remembered 
that not only was there the ten 
thousand which are to be seen on 
Minneapolis streets every day, but 
it was augmented by the outpour­ 
ing of all the employes of the 
stores, most of which suspendec 
business during 
the procession 
Not only these, but also the thou 
sands of women and children who 
had come with their fathers, hus­ 
bands and brothers, who come to 
attend 
the reunion 
from posts 
in all parts of the country. 
Not 
only these—all the morning trains 
from St. Paul, Stillwater, Anoka 
and every point within fifty miles 
all had extra cars, and all were 
loaded to overflowing with more 
people than ever came before to 
Minneapolis in one day. 
The pro 
cession was one hour and twenty 
minutes passing in review*. 
An 
enumeration taken before the di­ 
visions moved showed the ranks to 
contain over 
7,000 men. 
This 
number 
is even 
smaller than 
was expected, because many of the 
Wisconsin delegation remained in 
heir camp at the fair grounds, 
and the New York delegation did 
not feel like turning out without 
larger and completer repressnta- 
tion. 
For the reason above stated, 
the departments 
occupying 
the 
rear of the column were not well 
filled at the start, but as the parade 
passed along the line of march, 
there were numerous accessions to 
each, especially after 
the pro- 
cestion reached the W est hotel on 
Hennepin avenue, and this remark 
will justly apply to the entire di­ 
vision. 
The enumeration 
at the 
start cannot possibly be regarded 
as the total of the column, and 
large additions to the figures above 
given are reasonable. 
It is proba­ 
ble that there was close to 8,000 
people in the line of the procession. 
The enumeration showed that in 
the several divisions there were 
twenty-five bauds and thirty drum 
corps.

ALONG THE LINE OF MARCH. 
On the line of march as adver 
tised, the crowds began to gather 
as early as 8 o’clock, long before 
even the advance guard of the pro­ 
cession had begun to form. Many 
a house top was crowded with 
people anxious to witness the grand 
spectacle, and the brilliancy of the 
decorations of the buildings was 
enhanced by their windows which 
were crowded with visions of beau­ 
tiful faces, in settings of nebulous 
lace and creamy muslin. 
The 
erowd on the streets can’t be de­ 
scribed. 
It is to be remembered 
j? 
that not only was there the ten 
thousand which are to be seen on 
Minneapolis streets every day, but 
it was augmented by the outpour­ 
ing of all the employes of the 
stores, most of which suspended 
business during the procession. 
Not only these, but also the thou­ 
sands of women and childrsn who 
had come with their fathers, hus­ 
bands and brothers, w ho come to 
attend the reunion from posts 
in ail parts of the country. Not 
only these—all the morning trains 
from St. Paul, Stillwater, Anoka 
and every point within fifty miles 
all had extra cars, and all were 
loaded to overflowing with more 
people than ever came before to 
Minneapolis in one day. 
The pro­ 
cession was one hour and twenty 
minutes passing in review. An 
enumeration taken before the di­ 
visions moved showed the ranks to 
contain over 7,000 men. 
This 
number 
is even smaller than 
was expected, because many of the 
Wisconsin delegation remained in 
heir camp at the fair grounds, 
and the New York delegation did 
not feel like turning out without 
larger and completer repressnta- 
tion. For the reason above stated, 
the departments occupying the 
rear of the column were not well 
filled at the start, but as the parade 
passed along the line of march, 
there were numerous accessions to 
each, especially after the pro- 
cestion reached the West hotel on 
Hennepin avenue, and this remark 
will justly apply to the entire di­ 
vision. The enumeration at the 
start cannot possibly be regarded 
as the total of the column, and 
large additions to the figures above 
given are reasonable. 
It is proba­ 
ble that there was close to 8,000 
people in the line of the procession. 
The enumeration showed that in 
the several divisions there were 
twenty-five bauds and thirty drum 
corps.

A 
modest estimate fixes the number 
of people, therefore, from out of 
town at 100,000. 
The outgoing 
trains last evening bore many of 
them to their homes, and ab 
though there is to be no end of 
the reunion before Friday night, 
the crowd has begun to diminish. 
Very many of the visitors propose 
to extend their visit into next 
week, but the crush that has been 
gathering reached its climax yes­ 
terday. It exceeded, as was pre­ 
dicted, everything that lias been 
known during the history of the 
Grand Army; aad it is yery much 
questioned whether the like will 
again be witnessed. The crowd 
now includes a great many weary 
people, but they are none the less 
an exceptionally good liatured 
crowd, who find something to nerve 
up upon in the prevailing excite- 
meni.

LONGEVITY AND DRESS SUITS. 


The Latter Show n T o Be a Direct 
Cause o f the Form er.

"I solemnly declare,” exclaimed Epicurus, 
the corpulent proprietor of one of the most 
fashionable restaurants in the vicinity of 
Madison square to a reporter, “that when I 
6«e young fellows enter my establishment 
and audaciously take their seats at my weil- 
appointe I dinner tables in their ordinary 
hurtless clothes, ray blood boils within me, I 
feel it to be an insult which I burn to re­ 
cent.”

I 
know something about it, young man, and 
have studied the question deeply. 
I have

It Is incorrect to suppose that a very large 
drain is safer than one of moderate size, be­ 
cause the smaller the drain the more con­ 
centrated the flow, and the more thorough 
the flushing when larger amounts of water 
than usual are passed through it; as on wash­ 
ing days. It may be taken as a rule that no 
private house, no matter how large, eau need 
for its drainage, a pipe larger than four 
inches.

‘Tile new world is very different from the 
old,” the old man said, as be handed his card 
to the reporter. Beyond the name it read: 
“House fronts renovated. 
All kinds of stone preserved and made 
equal to new.” 
“I have been in the business over forty 
year*,” he continued, “and know it thor­ 
oughly. In Europe my only order* were to 
make new buildings old. With chisel, pum- 
i< e-stone, acid and lamp, you can convert a 
new building into a ruin. Only it costa 
money. To change a Queen Anne house of 
today into one of 150 years old, is worth, 
according to size, from $1,000 to $6,000. I 
had an order of that sort years ago near 
London. I took the job, and finished it to 
the owner’* satisfaction. 
How did I do it! I 
cut out tile brick-work with hammer and 
chisel and crumbled the mortar with acid.. 
Tile st one-work I broke up by heating it with 
a blast from the lamp and then throwing 
water upon it. This breaks the stone into 
irregular cavities, and produces just about 
tho same effect as time does. 
With ashes I 
ate the 
wood-woi k just as I wanted it. 
Acid is good in this way, as it brings out toe 
grain aa I makes the wood much handsomer 
| than it would bo even when altered by 
time. There’s a house in Seventh avenue, 
i Brooklyn, not more than two years old, 
i where all the cabinet-work—oak—has been 
treated with acid. It looks now as if it had 
! I*tm there almost a century. But iii New 
York things are just the opposite. Every­ 
body wants bis house to look perfectly new. 
Iu ten vea?s I have had four orders to make 
! new house old, and over 400 to make old 
’ ones new. How I do it depends upon the 
house, lf it’s a frame building I make sharp 
e ’g *, wherever there’s wear and tear. The 
i do- >r-, windows and stoop is where most of 
ihe w ork is done. 
From use tho edges get 
1 rounded and the poi/ t wears out If not too 
much worn I make new edges and lines ou 
all the moldings, and repaint them. lf too 
much worn I take out the used-up piece* and 
j put in new ones. Then in both eases I put on 
| two or three coats of paint, and the house 
locks as if it were just built 
“Brick is the hardest job of all. Tbs 
trouble is, if yon paint it it shows the {taint, 
and so shows the ago. Renovators, as we 
call ou:*-lres, don’t agree at all upon brick 
{ houses. Some paint and line a front some 
wash aud then oil it, and some wash and 
then go over it with what they call soluble 
; glass. I think the secret depends upon the 
i kiud of brick awd. With some brick, boiled 
j oil makes it look like a first-class new Phila- 
de.phia front; with others it would make it 
as dark as if it ware fifty years old. There’* 
another kind of brick, made at Haverstraw, 
I think, which oil ruins. 
But if you go over 
it with soluble glass and wash It down with 
acid, it’s as new and fresh as can be. 
“With marble, limestone, and theee fancy- 
colored 
sandstones, 
a scrubbing-brush, 
water and 
sand 
are 
all 
you 
should 
use. 
The 
stone 
gets 
discolored 
from 
the dust and smoke flying about, but the dti- 
lQ 
color is merely on the outside, and a good 
^PPpcrubbing takes it all away. Brown-stone is 
a puzzler. Sometimes it is cut with the 
grain, and then it splits off in flakes; some­ 
times across the grain, and then it wean into 
irregular hollo wa The best way is across 
the grain. Take the houses in Fifth avenue 
near Fifteenth street, and you’ll hardly see a 
single perfect stone on the whole front 
On the other hand, the newer houses, and 
especially the Vanderbilts’, are made of stone 
cut across the grain, and they’ll last for years. 
The trouble is chiefly with the frost The 
stone is porous, and absorbs a good deal of 
water. A cold night comes on, and the 
water freezes. If there is enough water in a 
piece, it either loosens or splits a layer, and 
the 
next thaw 
knocks 
it 
down. 
Of 
course, 
the 
best treatment is to soak 
the 
stone 
with 
something 
that 
will 
keep the water out. Raw oil, boiled oil, 
soluble glass, and acid aud glycerine hare all 
been used, but I think soluble glass is the 
best. You see, all the oils gum, and after 
a time allow water to soak in, but glass never 
gums, and stays where you put it for years. 
I’d make a contract to keep a brown-stone 
front for a lifetime if I were allowed to give 
it three coats of glass acid. 
The only 
objection is that ifs a little more expensive 
than boiled oil With some lime-stones that 
are porous the dirt and smoke get way into 
the pores. A scrubbing won’t do the work 
then, and you must eat away a thin layer 
with acid. It makes no difference what acid 
you use so far as eating the stone away is 
concerned, vitriol, muriatic acid or aqua-* 
foi tis. 
But I think muriatic is the best, 
because, besides attacking the stone, it also 
bleaches perfectly white many things vitriol 
won’t tonch. 
“Granite is hard to renovate, but then it’e 
not. often used in building. Ifs not a sim­ 
ple stone, but a mixture, and its chief con­ 
stituent, feldspar, weathers more rapidly 
than the rest. The only way to renovate 
granite is with the chisel and pumice stone. 
Of course, you can keep it by varnishing it 
with soluble glass, but very few people take 
the trouble to do that. Soluble glass isn’t 
used ao much here as in Europe. 
Ifs a 
mixture of silica and soda, or potash. You 
put it on like a regular paint, and then wash 
it over with acid. The acid combines with 
the alkali and flows off with the latter, 
leaving a thin deposit of silica upon the sur­ 
face and in the pores of the s 
Vt first 
it is soft like gum, fcut it ba? 
in a 
month makes 
a thick, u . 
. hard 
varnish. 
“Renovation becomes harder every year. 
People have become tired of old stylesi and 
have rushed into all sorts of building ma­ 
terial Terra cotta, asphalted brick, and 
Ohio stone are now largely used, where 
twenty years ago they were unknown. 
In the old days I 
could 
renovate a 
front for 5 cents a foot A three-story brick 
house, fifty feet high and twenty wide, would 
cost about $50. Nowadays, what with carv­ 
ing and relief work, stone and metal, it runs 
up to IO aud 20 cents a foot For example; I 
got last week $200 for a bouse on Gramercy 
park. I don’t like this increased use of metal. 
Zinc and iron are the curse of modern archi­ 
tecture. Besides their gradual rusting, they 
produce electric action, and so increase de­ 
composition ten times over. Then, iron as it 
rusts, makes a reddish-brown crust that soaks 
into everything. 
I can take out these stains 
to a certain extent with acid, but I can never 
make the stone as good as new. 
“Is there much renovation? There are at 
least twenty men in the trade; we’ve got all 
we want to do. A renovated house will 
bring 
$1,000 
more 
when 
ifs 
sold, 
a n»l, as renovation seldom costs more than 
$500, you can see where the profit comes in.”

prejudices, bigotries an i ambitions are seek­ 
ing for an educational outlet. 
Every day some young man is looking for 
a girl to make over. While she is his sweet­ 
heart she is simply i>erfttU, but as soon as 
the honeymoon is endot the making-over 
process begins. It has its regular formulas, 
one of which is like this: 
“Did you make those hi-oui ta, Helen?” 
“Yes, dear; they’re not quite right, but I 
am goiug to improve on them.” 
“I suppose I you knew how to make bread 
when I married you.” 
“Why, Charlie! didn’t I want to wait a 
year on purpose to learn how to cook, and 
you said you never caret! what yon eat, and 
didn't want to marry a cook, and all that?” 
“Pshaw! never said such a word. Give 
these bullets to the cat and kill her. 
I’d 
give anything for one of my mother’s tea- 
rulls.” 
“Well, dear, I will write to her for the 
recipe. 
I-I-ll try hard to learn.” 
But a man who finds fault with one thing 
will find fault with another. 
It does not 
occur to the young husband that hit mother 
is 50 years old and a farmer’* daughter, and 
that he married a school girl who is aa dif­ 
ferent from the mother-stripe as be is from 
the fatber-pattern. Ha is just capable of ex­ 
pecting her to make sausage and soft soap as 
mother did. Eventually he makes her over 
into a nondescript that is neither a compan­ 
ionable wife nor a comfortable housekeeper.

It is dwarfed and ex­ 
panded at the arbitrary will of parents, until 
it becomes an epitome of its father, mother, 
uncle or coutiin. Theee Gad grinds of learn­ 
ing incline the twig in their way, give it 
their limited sky to reach, and when it is no 
longer a living branch of air and sunshine 
and riotous life, point to it as the dry stick of 
their grafting. 
The world is full of made-over people. A 
great number went early to their graves, 
discouraged with the demands made upon 
them. 
“What shall I do to cure my young daugh­ 
ter of laughing and looking in the glaasT 
wrote a mother to a celebrated divine. And 
the answer came: 
“Let her alone. Time and sorrow will 
cure ber of both, all too soon.” 
A popular novelist has depicted a scene 
between a husband and wife, where the wife 
w ishes to take a journey for her health. 
“You don't want to travel,” say* the con­ 
siderate husband. “It will disagree with 
you; traveling always disagree with me." 
She urges a sea-voyage. 
“You will be sea-sick—a sea-voyage always 
makes me sea-sick.” Etc., etc., etc 
Made-over people, like made-over clothes, 
are weak and unreliable. 
It is no sign 
because John's father is a shoemaker or a 
farmer that John will be.

Black Hawk’* Views of a Groat Many 
Things. 


Extracts From the Life of the Great 
Chlef-JKehoes of Fifty Years 
Ago—The Red Man’s 
Eloquence. 


It has been fifty-three years since B'ack 
Hawk, tis great chief of the Bac and Fox 
tribe of Indians, dwelt in Rock Island, Ills. 
As a warrior, patriot and state prisoner, ha 
acquired distinction in his day, and is not yet 
forgotten. It was bis desire that a history of 
his life should bo written, that the white peo­ 
ple might know the onuses that had impelled 
him to his line of conduct. In accordance 
with his request he dictated his story to an 
interpreter, and in IMS it was published. 
The book was dedicated to Brig. Gen. H. 
Atkinson in the following words: 
“The changes a t fortune and vicissitudes of 
war mode you my conqueror. 
When my 
best resources were exhausted, my warrior* 
worn down with long and toilsome marc lite, 
we yielded, and I became your prisoner. 
“The changes of 
many summers have 
brought old age upon me, and I cannot ex­ 
pect to survive many moons. I am now an 
obscure member of a nation that formerly 
honored and respected my opinions. The

“Instead of stealing upon each other and 
taking every advantage to kill the enemy 
and save their own people (which with na 
is considered good policy in a war chief) they 
(the whites) march out in open daylight 
and fight reg ar? I less of the number of war­ 
riors they may lose. After the battle is over 
they retire to feast and driuk wine as if 
nothing had happened; after which they 
make

claiming tho victory and neither giving an 
Recount of half tho im niter that have been 
killed on their own side. They fight like 
braves, but would not do to lead a n r 
{arty with us. Our maxim it to kill tho 
enemy and save our own men. Those chiefs 
would do to peddle a canoe, but not to steer 
it.’

After describing the Indian manner 
courtship and marriage, he remarks: 
“During the first year they (tho married 
l^airi ascertain whether they can agree with

If we were to lire 
together and disagree, we should be as foolish 
as the whites. No Indiscretion can banish a 
woman from ber parental lodge—no differ­ 
ence how many children she may bring 
horns, sh* is always welcome; the kettle is 
jver the Are to feed them.” 
Our frequent change of rulers and rotary 
principle in politics puzzled Black Hawk: 
“The whits people never appear to bt Rati­ 
fied. When they get a good father they bold 
counciti (at the suggestion of some bad, am­ 
bitious 
who wants tbs place himself) 
and conclude among themselves that this 
man or some other, equally ambitious, would 
make a better father than they have, and 
aine times out of ten, they don’t get as good 
aonssgain.” 
On the land question this Indian chief and 
thinker antedates Henry George by a genera­ 
tion: 
“My reason teaches me that land can not 
be sold. The Great Spirit gave it to his 
'hildrea to live upon and cultivate as far as 
ti necessary for their subsistence; and ae long 
ss they occupy and cultivate it they have the 
right to the soil; but if they voluntarily 
leave it, then any other people have a right to 
tattle upon it.” 
Here ore a few extracts giving his religious 
views: 
“We thank the Great Spirit for all the 
!*»nefite He bas conferred upon us. 
For my- 
-elf I never take a drink of water from a 
• , ring without being mindful Of His good* 
mu*. 
“We can only judge cf what ti proper and 
right by our standard of right and wrong, 
which differs wifely from the white*, if I 
have been correctly informed. 
“The whites may do bad all their lives and 
then if they ar* sorry for it when about to 
lie, 
all 
is 
well. 
But 
with 
us 
it ti different. We must continue through­ 
out our live* to do what we conceive to be 
;ood. If we hare corn and meat, and know 
»f a family that have none, we divide with 
them. lf we have more blankets than suffi­ 
cient, and others have not enough, we must 
{ive to them that want 
“For my part, I ain of the opinion that so 
far as we have reason, we have a right to 
use it in determining what is right or wrong, 
and should pursue that path which we be­ 
lieve to be right If the Great and Good 
Spirit wished us to believe and do os the 
whites, He could easily change our opinions 
so that we would see an i think and act as 
they do. 
We are nothing compared to His 
power, and we feel and know it We have 
men among us like the whites, who pretend 
to know the right path, but will not consent 
to show it without pay. I have no faith in 
their paths, but believe that every man must 
make his own path. 
“WhatI to be driven from our village and 
hunting-grounds and not even permitted to 
visit the graves of our forefathers, our rela­ 
tions and friends? 
“This bardship is not known to the whites. 
With us it is a custom to visit the graves of 
our friends and keep them in repair for 
many years. The mother will go alone to 
weep over the grave of her child. The brave 
with pleasure visits the grave of his father 
after he has been successful in war, and re­ 
paints the post that shows where he lies. 
There is no place like that where the bones 
of our forefathers lie to go to when in grief. 
Here the Great Spirit will take pity on us.” 
Of the Cumberland mountains he says: 
“I could sec nothing in the country to in­ 
duce the people to live in it; and was aston­ 
ished to find so many whites living on the 
billa I have often thought of them since 
my return to my own people; and am happy 
to think that they prefer living in their own 
country to coming out to ours and driving 
us from it, that they might live upon and en­ 
joy it—as many of the whites have already 
done. I think 
with 
them that wher­ 
ever 
the Great Spirit placed His peo­ 
ple 
they 
ought 
to 
be 
satisfied 
to 
remain, and thankful tor what be has 
given them; and not drive others from the 
country he has given them because it hap­ 
pens to be better than theirs! This ti coa­ 
ti ary to my way of thinking, and from my 
intercourse with the whites, I have learned 
that one great principle of their religion is 
to do unto otters as you wish them to do 
auto yon. These people in the mountains 
seem to act upon this principle, but the set­ 
tlers on our frontiers and on our lands seem 
never to think of it, if we are to judge by 
their actioaa 
“We started to Jefferson barracks in a 
'tcambcat, ender tbs charge of a young war 
chief (Lieut. Jefferson Davis), who treated Us 
all with much kindness. He ti a good and 
brave young chief, with whose conduct I was 
much pleased. Chi our way down we called 
at Gatina and remained a short time. The 
people crowded to the boat to see us; bat the 
war chief would not permit them to enter the 
apartment where we were—knowing from 
what his own feelings would have been if he 
had been placed in a similar situation, that 
we did not wish to have a gaping crowd 
around ux" 
The slavery question, then in its earlier 
stages of agitation (1S33), was brought to 
Black Hawk’s attention while on this jour­ 
ney to the east. 
“The subject of colonizing the negroes was 
introduced and my opinion was asked as to the 
best method of getting clear of these people. 
I was not prepared at the time to answer, as 
I knew but little about their situation. I have 
since made many inquiries on the subject, 
and find that a number of states admit no 
slaves, whilst the balance hold these negroes 
as slaves, and are anxious, but do not kribw 
how, to get clear of them. 
I will now give 
my plan, which, when understood, I hope 
will be adopted. 
“Let the free states remove all the male ne­ 
groes within their limits to the slave states. 
Then let our Great Father buy all the female 
negroes iii tho slave states between the ages 
] of 12 and 30, and sell them to the people of 
the free states for a term of years—say those 
under lo until they ara 31. and those oi and

Some idea of the qualities of so-called soda 
water eau readily be gained by taking a glass 
of the water from any of the fountains in 
Die various drug stores without any syrup ar 
iisguising fruit essence. The water ti usually 
to heavily impregnated with the gas that it 
violently escapes the moment it is uncon­ 
fined. By placing the lips upon the gloat, as 
if in the act of drinking, and carefully re­ 
fraining from doing so, but at the .same in­ 
stant smelling and inhaling through the nos 
tril the escaping gas, with its load sd im­ 
purities, a revelation of its real properties 
will ti* obtained which will afford a very 
valuable tieson, and perhaps a safeguard 
against its too copious use.

had an order of that sort years ago near 
London. 
I took the job, and finished it to 
the owner’s satisfaction. 
How did I do it? I 
cut out the brick-work with hammer and 
chisel and crumbled tbe mortar with acid.. 
The stone-work I broke up by heating it with 
a blast from the lamp and then throwing 
water upon i t This breaks the stone into 
irregular cavities, and produoes just about 
the same effect as time does. 
Writh ashes I 
ate the 
wood-wot k just as I wanted it 
Acid is good in this way, as it brings out toe 
grain and makes the wood much handsomer 
than it would be even when altered by 
timo. There’s ¿ house in Seventh avenue, 
j Brooklyn, not more than two years old, 
¡ where all the cabinet-work—oak—has been 
treated with acid. 
It looks now as if it had 
bren there almost a century. But in New 
\ ork things are just the opposite.

• body wants bis house to look perfectly new. 
j In ton vea?s I have had four orders to make 
i new house old, and over 400 to make old 
■ ones new. 
How I do it depends upon the 
bouse. 
If it’s a frame building I make sharp 
j e ’g.v» wherever there’s wear and tear. 
The 
! do< <r-, windows and stoop is where most of 
i he w ork is done. 
From use the edges get 
1 rounded and the pah t wears out 
If not too 
much worn I make new edges and lines ou 
all the moldings, and repaint them. 
If too 
much worn I take out the used-up pieces and 
j put in new ones. 
Then in both cases I put on 
; two or three coats of paint, and tbe house 
locks as if it were just built 
“Brick is tbe hardest job of all. Tbe 
trouble is, if you paint i t it shows the }ialnt, 
and so shows the age. 
Renovators, as we 
call ourselves, don’t agree at all upon brick 
I houses. 
Some paint and line a fro n t some 
wash and then oil it, and some wash and 
then go over it with what they call soluble 
I glass. 
I think the secret depends upon the 
i kind of brick used. 
W ith some brick, boiled 
oil makes it look like a first-class new Phila­ 
delphia front; with others it would make it 
as dark as if it were fifty years old. There’s 
another kind of brick, made a t Haveratraw, 
I think, which oil ruins. 
But if you go over 
it with soluble glass and wash it down with 
acid, it’s as new and fresh as can be.

Sometimes it is cut with the 
grain, and then it splits off in flakes; some- 
times across the grain, and then it wears into 
irregular hollows. The best way is across 
the grain. 
Take the houses in Fifth avenue 
near Fifteenth street, and you’ll hardly see a 
single perfect stone on tbe whole front 
On the other hand, the newer houses, and 
especially tbe Vanderbilts’, are made of stone 
cut across the grain, and they’ll last for years. 
The trouble is chiefly with the frost 
The 
stone is porous, and absorbs a good deal of 
water. 
A cold night comes on, and the 
water freezes. 
If there is enough water in a 
piece, it either loosens or splits a layer, and

it down.

with 
something 
that will 
keep the water o u t 
Raw oil, boiled oil 
soluble glass, and acid and glycerine have all 
been used, but I think soluble glass is the 
beet You see, all the oils gum, and after 
o time allow water to soak in, but glass never 
gums, and stays where you put it for years. 
I’d make a contract to keep a brown-stone 
front for a lifetime if I were allowed to give 
it three coats of 
glass acid. 
The only 
objection is that it’s a little more expensive 
than boiled oil. 
W ith some lime-stones that 
are porous tbe dirt and smoke get way into 
tbe pores. A scrubbing won't do tbe work 
then, and you must eat away a thin layer 
with acid. 
It makes no difference what acid 
you use so far as eating the stone away is 
concerned, vitriol, muriatic acid or aqua-* 
foitis. 
But I think muriatic is tbe best, 
because, besides attacking the stone, it also 
bleaches perfectly white many things vitriol 
won’t touch. 
“Granite is hard to renovate, but then it’e 
not often used in building. 
It’s not a sim­ 
ple stone, but a mixture, and its chief con* 
stituent, feldspar, weathers more rapidly 
than the rest 
The only way to renovate 
granite is with tbe chisel and pumice stone. 
Of course, you can keep it by varnishing it 
with soluble glass, but very few people take 
the trouble to do that. 
Soluble glass isn’t 
used so much here as in Europe. 
It's a 
mixture of silica and soda, or potash. 
Yon 
put it on like a regular paint, and then wash 
it over with arid. 
The acid combines with 
the alkali and flows off with the latter, 
leaving a thin deposit of silica upon the sur­

it is soft like gum, hut it bar

“Renovation becomes harder every year. 
People have become tired of old styles, and 
have rushed into all sorts of building ma­ 
terial Terra cotta, asphalted brick, and 
Ohio stone are now largely used, where 
twenty years age they were unknown. 
In the old days I 
could 
renovate a 
front for 5 cents a foot 
A three-story brick 
house, fifty feet high and twenty wide, would 
cost about $50. 
Nowadays, what with carv­ 
ing and relief work, stone and metal, it runs 
up to 10 and 20 cents a foot 
For example: I 
got last week $200 for a bouse on Gramercy 
park. I don’t like this increased use of m etal 
Zinc and iron are the curse of modern archi­ 
tecture. 
Besides their gradual rusting, they 
produce electric action, and so increase de­ 
composition ten times over. Then, iron as it 
rusts, makes a reddish-brown crust that soaks 
into everything. 
I can take out these stains 
to a certain extent with acid, but I can never 
make the stone as good as new.

the honeymoon is endoi the making-over 
process begins. 
It has its regular formulas, 
one of which is like this: 
“Did you make those bi-cults, Helenf* 
“Yes, dear; they’re not quite right, bat I 
am goiug to improve on them.” 
“I supposed you knew how to make bread 
when I married you.” 
“Why, Charlie! didn’t I want to wait a 
year on purpose to learn how to cook, and 
you said you never cared what you eat, and 
didn't want to marry a cook, and all that?” 
“Pshaw! never said such a word. Give 
these bullets to the cat and kill her. 
I’d 
give anything for one of my mother’s toa- 
rulls.” 
“Well, dear, I will write to her for the 
recipe. 
I-I-ll try bard to learn." 
But a man who finds fault w[th one thing 
will find fault with another. 
It does not 
occur to the young husband that his mother 
is 50 years old and a farmer’s daughter, and 
that he married a school girl who is as dif­ 
ferent from the motber-stripe as he is from 
the fatber-pattern. 
He is just capable of ex­ 
pecting her to make sausage and soft soap a* 
mother did. 
Eventually he makes her over 
into a nondeeenpt that is neither a compan­ 
ionable wife nor a comfortable housekeeper. 
And his highest praise is the omission of fault­ 
finding. 
David Copperfield tried the making-over 
process on sweet, sunny little Dora, bis chiid- 
wife.

Children are perpetually required to make 
over. An original child is run in a groove, 
fitted to another soul 
It is dwarfed and ex­ 
panded at the arbitrary will of parents, until 
it becomes an epitome of its father, mother, 
uncle or couisin. 
Theee Gad grinds of learn­ 
ing incline the twig in their way, give it 
their limited sky to reach, and when it is no 
longer a living branch of air and sunshine 
and riotous life, point to it as the dry stick of 
their grafting. 
The world is full of made-over people. 
A 
great number went early to their graves, 
discouraged with the demands made upon 
them. 
“W hat shall I do to cure my young daugh­ 
ter of laughing and looking in tbe glass?" 
wrote a mother to a celebrated divine. 
And 
the answer came: 
“Let her alone. Time and sorrow will 
cure her of both, ail too soon.” 
A popular novelist has depicted a scene 
between a husband and wife, where tbe wife 
w ishes to take a journey for her health. 
“You don’t want to trav e l” says the con­ 
siderate husband. 
“It will disagree with 
you; traveling always disagree with me." 
She urges a sea-voyage.

Etc., etc., etc 
Made-over people, like made-over clothes, 
are weak and unreliable. 
It is no sign 
because John's father is a shoemaker or a 
farmer that John will be.

I l t r s r t i F rom tb e U b o f tb e Great 
Chiefs-JKehoe* o f F ifty Y ears 
Ago—T be B ed M aa’a 
Eloquence. 


It ha* been fifty-three years since B'ack 
Hawk, the great chief of the Sac and Fox 
tribe of Indians, dwelt in Rock Island, Ills. 
As a warrior, patriot and state prisoner, he 
acquired distinction in his day, and is not yet 
forgotten. It was bit desire that a history of 
his Ufa should he written, that the white peo­ 
ple might know the eansos that had impelled 
him to his line of conduct. In accordance 
with Ms request he dictated his story to an 
interpreter, and in 1833 it was published. 
The book was dedicated to Brig. Gen. H. 
Atkinson in the following words: 
“The changes ef fortune and vicissitudes of 
war made you my conqueror. 
When my 
best rssoursee were exhausted, my warrior* 
worn down with long and toilsome marches, 
we yielded, and I became your prisoner. 
“The changes of 
many summers have 
brought old age upon me, and I cannot ex­ 
pect to survive many moons. 
I am now an 
obscure member of a nation that formerly 
honored and respected my opinions. The 
path to glory is rough, and many gloomy 
hours obscure i t 
May the Great Spirit 
shed light on yours, and that you may never 
experience the humility that the power of 
the American government has reduce i me 
to, is the wish of him who, in his native for­ 
ests, was once as proud and bold as yourself.” 
Comparing the “civilized ’ manner of mak­ 
ing war with that of the Indian, Black 
Hawk, says: 
“Instead of stealing upon each other and 
taking every advantago to kill the enemy 
and save their owu people (which with us 
is considered good policy in a war chief) they 
(the whites) march out in open daylight 
and fight regardless of the number of war­ 
riors they may lose. 
After the battle is over 
they retire to feast and drink wine as if 
nothing had happened; after which they 
make 
a 
statement 
in 
writing 
of 
what 
they 
have 
done 
each 
party 
claiming the victory and neither giving an 
account of half tbe uurnber that have been 
killed on their own side. They fight like 
brave*, but would not do to lead a war 
jarty with us. Our maxim la to kill the 
enemy and save our own men. 
Those chiefs 
would do to paddle a canoe, but not to steer 
if.” 
After describing the Indian manner of 
courtship and marriage, he remarks: 
“During tbe first year they (the married 
l^air) ascertain whether they can agree with 
‘ach other and be happy—if not they part 
xnd each looks out again. 
If w* were to live 
together and disagree, we should be as foolish 
as the whites. 
No Indiscretion can banish a 
woman from her parental lodge—no differ­ 
ence how many children she may bring 
home, aha is always welcome; the kettle is 
iiver the Are to feed them." 
Our frequent change of rulers and rotary 
principle in politics puzzled Black Hawk: 
“The white people never appear to be satis­ 
fied. 
When they get a good father they hold 
reuncils (at the suggestion of some bad, am­ 
bitious ***», who wants tbs place himself) 
and conclude among themselves that this 
man or some other, equally ambitious, would 
make a better father than they have, and 
nine times out of ten, they don’t get as good 
a out again.” 
On the land question this Indian chief and 
thinker antedate* Henry George by a genera­ 
tion: 
“My reason teaches me that land can not 
be sold. 
The Great Spirit gave it to his 
rhildreu to live upon and cultivate as far as 
U necessary for their subsistence; and an long 
as they occupy and cultivate it they have the 
right to tbe soil: but if they voluntarily 
leave it, then any other people have a right to 
«eftie upon it" 
Her* are a few extract* giving his religious 
views:

us 
it is different 
We must continue through­ 
out our lives to do what we conceive to be 
;ood. 
If we have corn and meat, and know 
of a family that have none, we divide with 
them. 
If we have more blankets than suffi­ 
cient, and others have not enough, we must 
{ire to them that want 
“For my part, I aui of the opinion that so 
far as we bare reason, we have a right to 
use it in determining what is right or wrong, 
xnd should pursue that path which we be­ 
lieve to be right 
If the Great and Good 
Spirit wished us to believe and do as tbe 
whites, He could easily change our opinions 
*o that we would see and think and act as 
they do. 
We are nothing compared to His 
power, and we feel and know i t 
We have 
men among us like the whites, who pretend 
to know the right path, but will not consent 
to show it without pay. 
I have no faith in 
their paths, bat believe that every man must 
make his own path. 
“What! to be driven from our village and 
hunting-grounds and not even permitted to 
visit the graves of our forefathers, our rela­ 
tions and friends? 
“This hardship is not known to the whites. 
With us it is a custom to visit the graves of 
oar friends and keep them in repair for 
many years. Tbe mother will go alone to 
weep over the grave of her child. 
The brave 
with pleasure visits the grave of his father 
after be has been successful in war, and re­ 
liante the post that shows where be lies. 
There is no place like that where tbe bones 
of our forefathers lie to go to when in grief. 
Here the Great Spirit will take pity on us.” 
Of the Cumberland mountains he says: 
“I could see nothiug in tbe country to in­ 
duce the people to live in it; and was aston­ 
ished to find so many whites living on the 
hills. 
I have often thought of them since 
my return to my own people; and am happy 
to think that they prefer living in their own 
country to coming out to ours and driving 
i» from it, that they might live upon and en­ 
joy it—as many of the whites have already 
done. 
I think 
with 
them 
that wher­ 
ever 
tbe Great Spirit 
placed His peo­ 
ple 
they 
ought 
to 
be 
satisfied 
to 
remain, and thankful 
for 
what be has 
given them; and not drive others from the 
country he has given them because it hap­ 
pens to bejtwfeter than theirs! This is con­ 
trary to my way of thinking, and from my 
intercourse with the whites, I have learned 
that one ¿reat principle of their religion is 
to do unto others as you wish them to do 
auto you. These people in the mountains 
seem to act upon this principle, but the set­ 
tlers on our frontiers and on our lands seem 
never to think of it, if we are to judge by 
their actions. 
“We started to Jefferson barracks in a 
-teambcat, under tbe charge of a young war 


chief (Lieut. Jefferson Davis), who treated Us 
all with much kindness. He is a good and 
brave young chief, with whose conduct I was 
much pleased. On our way down we called 
at Galena and remained a short time. Tbe 
people crowded to the boat to see us; but the 
war chief would not permit them to enter the 
apartment where we were—knowing from 
what his own feelings would have been if be 
had been placed iu a similar situation, that 
we did not wish to have a gaping crowd 
around us." 
The slavery question, then in its earlier 
stages of agitation (1833), was brought to 
Black Hawk’s attention while on this jour­ 
ney to tbe east. 
“The subject of colonizing the negroes was 
introduced and my opinion was asked as to tbe 
best method of getting clear of these people. 
I was not prepared at the time to answer, as 
I knew but little about their situation. I have 
since made many inquiries on the subject, 
and find that a number of states admit no 
slaves, whilst the balance hold these negroes 
as slaves, and are anxious, but do not kribw 
how, to get clear of them. 
I will now give 
my plan, which, when understood, I hope 
will be adopted. 
“Let the free states remove all the male ne­ 
groes within their limits to the slave states. 
Then let our Great Father buy all the female 
negroes in tho slave states between the ages 
of 12 and 20, and sail them to the people of 
the free states for a term of years—say those 
under 15 until they ara 21. and those ol and 


over in, ror nre year!—and oonttnu* to hoy 
all the females in the slave states as soon as 
they arrive at the age of 13 and take them 
to the free states and dispose of them In the 
same way as the first, and it will not be long 
before the country is clear of the black skins 
about which, I am told they have been 
talking for a long time; and for which they 
have expended a large amount of money. 
I 
have no doubt but our Great Father would 
willingly do his part in accomplishing this 
object for bis children, as be could not lose 
much by it and would make them all happy. 
If tbe free states did not want them all for 
servante, we would take the balance in 
nation to help our women make corn."

caused a serious loss of life. 
Carbonic acid gas, curiously enough, seizes 
apon the organic impurities of water, aud 
hide* their real character from the testa 
It 
will hold in a kind of chemical imprison­ 
ment ninety-nine times its own bulk of im­ 
pure gasos. 
That is w by charcoal is such an 
excellent thing to filter water with. 
Placed 
in bulk wherever bad odors prevail, it is one 
of the most powerful, simple and effective 
iisinfeotants known in the domain of chem­ 
istry. 
The great trouble with all carbolic 
disinfec tants is that they cnlv hold contagi­ 
ous and poisonous 
gases temporarily in 
prison and give them off again under various 
changes in 
the 
atmosphere. 
The car- 
tonic acid 
gas 
in 
drinking-water 
in­ 
stantaneously 
attracts 
by 
a 
kind 
of 
¿asoous gravitation all the impurities it 
contains. 
Veiled by a little syrup and fruit 
^scmoe, a large quantity of this Impure water 
ts consumed which .other wise would not be 
to the serious prejudice of the Uvee of those 
who innocently use it 
Koine Mea of the qualities of so-called soda 
water can readily be gained by taking a glass 
if the water from any of the fountains in 
tbe various drug stores without any syrup or 
iisguising fruit essence. 
The water is usually 
to heavily impregnated with the gas that it 
violently escapei the moment it is uncon­ 
fined. By placing the lips upon the glam, as 
if in the act of drinking, and carefully re­ 
fraining from doing so, but at tbe same in­ 
stant smelling and inhaling through the nos 
tril the escaping gas, with its loaded im­ 
purities, a revelation of its real properties 
will tie obtained which will afford a very 
valuable lecson, and perhaps a safeguard 
against its too copious use. 
It should be un- 
ierstood, however, that pure water charged 
with carbonic acid gas is not deleterious. An 
agreeable sena* of refreshment follows the 
ase of ali beverages in which carbonic acid 
gas is more or leas present 
It is, neverthe­ 
less, of an abnormal and transient charac­ 
ter, and apart from the physiological dan- 
per» likely to follow the sudden redaction of 
the temperature of tbe vital functions to

Only five houses and 
the depot buildings are left. 
The 
fire started in an unused house. A 
hjgh wind made the fire spread fast, 
and there was no fire department 
in the town. 
Hardly any goods 
lvere sated, 
The fire consumed 
about 125 buildings, leaving only 
six buildings standing. 
The town 
was nearly deserted, only having a 
population of about seventy-five, 
and most of the buildings being 
< 
empty. 
The buildings could not 
be sold at any price, but probably 
cost $100,000. 


Lum ber Rates. 
The various roads running east 
from St. Paul and Minneapolis are 
not satisfied with the present con­ 
dition of the discrimination against 
local lumbermen on Misouri river 
shipments. 
A great many lumber­ 
men have positively abandoned the 
weatern field and are turning their 
attention South, 
The shipments 
to Dakota have increased rapidly 
since the new rate went into effect, 
and business in that direction is 
pushed to its utmost extent. 
Kan 
Clair and Chippewa Falls lumber­ 
men are shipping all of their lum­ 
ber by river and ignore the rail­ 
roads entirly. 
The local represen­ 
tatives of the roads here are en­ 
deavoring to 
have 
the 
present 
arrangement 
abolished 
and 
an 
equitable rate established, so as to 
place Minnesota lumbermen on an 
equal footing with Chicago. 


Very Tender Hearted. 
While the Harris circus was in 
Alexandria, a little bear cub sick­ 
ened and died. 
W ith tearful­ 
tenderness the employees of the 
show removed the remains of poor 
little Dick to a secluded spot on the 
desolate prairie, and w’ith the most 
impressive solemnity lowered the 
deceased favorite to his last resting 
place in a small cold grave 'neath 
a lone hazel bush. 
With loving 
hands the grief stricken 
friends 
erected a simple pine slab, hung 
with black crape and bearing the 
following touching inscription :— 
“ Sacred to the memory of Dick ; 
born in Oregon, June, 'S4 ; died in 
in Alexandria July, ’84.” 
The 
silent wanderer o’er the desert­ 
ed plain is requested to pause and 
drop a tear on the little flower* 
strew’ii grave,—the only earthly re­ 
mains of the once blithe and hap­ 
py, the loved and cherished Dick. 
But the hot, blinding tears scald 
us—we desist.—Post. 


The Coeur d’Alone Collapse. 
A very dismal story comes from 
the region of the Coeur d'Alene 
mines. 
It is said that bankrupt 
tewn sites, deserted camps and 
poverty-stricken prospectors strew 
the line of the Northern Pacific 
from Butte to Spokane Falls, 
And 
yet everybody agrees that no test 
has been made of the real value of 
the mines, and that failure has only 
overtaken the rash and reckless ad­ 
venturers who flocked to the moun­ 
tains without resources or experi­ 
ence. 
The placer mines are yield­ 
ing some geld, but far from enough 
to support the hungry population 
cncgmped upon them, and 
the 
quartz ledges await the slow' ex­ 
periment of the 
application of 
capital and machinery. 
The real 
promise of tlie mines is as great as 
ever, although the fictitious promise 
of the w ild spring boom has faded 
away before the eyes of sanguine 
speculators.

Snow's Pacific Hotel hack team 
which was stolen from the Manito­ 
ba Depot early Tuesday morning, 
has been recovered. The thief drove 
rapidly to Medicine lake, where he 
exchanged the hack for a Farmer's 
buggy, and the drove out to a point 
about tivo miles from the Lake, 
Here the outfit wras found in good 
condition.

Several years ago an acquaintance, 
in helping her out of a carriage, 
broke her collar bone. 
As soon as 
it healed one of her arms broke 
while some one was assisting her 
from a vehicle. 
A little later the 
other arm dropped helpless at her 
side when she attempted to make 
some use of it. 
After a great deal 
of trouble both of the fractures were 
reduced, but in a little while one 
of her arms w as broken in another 
place, the last time caused by the 
sufferer merely lifting a sugar bowl. 
Thus matters have run along for 
several 
years, 
the unfortunate 
woman breaking one of her limbs 
every little while. 
The disease is 
gradually spreading, and is now re­ 
ducing the bones of her legs to 
chalk. 
The greatest care is exer­ 
cised to prevent the sufferer making 
use of her limbs. 
She is carefully 
lifted about, and is moved around 
in an invalid's chair. 
Physicians 
say if she should fall from her chair 
or have an unusual shock all the 
bones of her body from her knees 
up would snap into small frag­ 
ments, and of course her death 
would ensue. 
The case lias attrac­ 
ted unusual attention among the 
doctors, and many of the most 
prominent physicians in different 
parts of the country have been 
called to attend the sufferer. 
They 
all unite in pronouncing the case 
hopeless, and can suggest no reme­ 
dy. 
There are comparatively fewT 
cases of the same kind on record. 
The one in question is said to be 
the most prominently developed of 
any of the cases recorded. 
Fragile 
bones are caused by an absence of 
animal mutter. 
The cause of the 
disease lias never been discovered.

Tbe London Spectator, in reviewing “India 
and Tiger Hunting,” by Julius Barras, says: 
Mr. Barras has introduced Into his recitals a 
aomewhat new element, the elephant, rather 
than the tiger, occupying the most prominent 
position, so that “Roghanath,” “Bahadur,” 
“Ashtnut,” and “Muarak Guj,” “Manut Dar,” 
“Bijli,” and “Futteh Alii” become quite the 
reader’s personal acquaintances, investing 
with special interest the scenes in which they 
take part; as, not content with enjoying 
sport in tbe usual fashion, the author deter­ 
mined to drive his own elephant, having 
first studied the idiosyncrasies of some of these 
noble animals, as well as the duties of a good 
mahout, so that on his second expedition, and 
ever afterward during his twenty-eight years 
of Indian service, ho would fallow up a 
wounded tiger and shoot him from between 
the ears of the great beast, a much more ex 
citing performance than doing the same 
thing from one’s place in tho howdah. 
Tiger-shooting, though an expensive pas­ 
time, is a thoroughly manly sport, for it is 
making war upon a dangerous enemy, which 
must I>e held in check. 
For one life sacri­ 
ficed by it many more are probably saved, to 
say nothing of the cattle belonging to the 
villagers, which tho natives are totally in­ 
capable of defending for themselves. 
The 
elephants used for tiger-shooting are gener­ 
ally lent by the government, an official 
document 
being 
at 
the 
same 
time 
banded to the borrower, in which the 
height, name, supposed age, 
and prices 
of tho animals are duly stated, for in 
:he event of a casualty, the loss must be 
made good. More than £100 pounds is rarely 
demanded for a government elephant, al­ 
lhough it is very often worth much more, 
the tariff being based on the expenses in­ 
curred by its capture and training. 
Of 
course, it is very im portant before making 
x selection to obtain some knowledge of the 
characters aud antecedents of the elephants 
in the commissariat yard, and if you inteud 
to be your own driver you must also con­ 
trive to be on good terms with the one you 
choose for your own personal use. 
Elephantine perfection is, it seems, repre­ 
sented by a gentle and steady female, who 
will stand quite still while the tiger is roaring 
ind charging in all directions; but as females 
ot this species are by no means more endowed 
with physicals courage than othor personage 
ot their sex. they generally become wild with 
terror after having experienced one mauling, 
ind, far from remaining tranquil make the 
best of their way from the scene of action 
when they find themselves in danger, so that 
Mr. Barras is perhaps justified in his predi­ 
lection for cross old tuskers. 
Be this as 
it may, his first choice fell upon a hand­ 
some 
fellow, 
nearly 
ten 
feet 
high, 
which had only killed two people during 
a "long 
career, 
and 
that 
while 
in­ 
cautiously approached during an attack of 
fever, and which boro a high character for 
gentleness as well as courage. 
Though 
ready to obey orders, “Roghanath” had a 
strong objection to being made to kneel, so 
the author, having but little time to spare 
for making friends, thought it well “to pass 
x vote of confidence a t once,” and after feed­ 
ing him with bread and sugar, proceeded to 
mount in orthodox style, namely, by step­ 
ping on his tusks, when the elephant low­ 
ered himself by advancing his front legs, 
and then allowing himself to be transferred 
by a toss of the head to his place behind the 
ears. 
This done, Mr. Barras, in his charac­ 
ter of an enlightened European mahout, set 
forth for his first ride. 
But we must let him describe this in his 
own words: “Tho native man, from want of 
thought, keeps up constant drumming on the 
beast's head with the goad of ‘ankus;’ I 
therefore hoped not to use it at all. 
Such an 
mprovement all at once, however, proved 
more than even the elephantine mind could 
grasp. 
He began really to enjoy himself, 
going his own way more than mine, till at 
last he marched straight into an immense 
forest tree of the banyan species, and com­ 
menced to browse. 
He seised the boughs 
above his head, and, tugging violently at 
them, brought them down on my devoted 
skull 
This was too much. 
I raised the 
ankus, and brought It down on his head with 
a blow that brought blood through the skin, 
l'his had the desired effect, and he at once 
bundled off by the road he knew I wanted 
him to go* 
He merely took with him a 
branch about the size of a small apple tree, 
to discuss as he went along. 
From this mo­ 
ment we were friends, and I do not think I 
aver had to use the hook again so as to bring 
blood; generally, it was sufficient to tap him 
with my fingers to get him to do what 1 
wanted.” 
It the male elephant stands one mauling he 
becomes fierce, and will charge into any 
cover where he supposes the tiger to be, dis­ 
playing on some occasions a mistaken zeal 
which has been known to produce fatal re­ 
sults, for which reason tuskers are as a rule 
not much appreciated. Mr. Barras, however, 
as before remarked, gave the preference to a 
good fighter, and seldom had reason to re­ 
pent of his choice, though on one occasion 
he had a very narrow escape. 
Having got 
into rather a slender tree without the ele­ 
phant being aware of it, the latter probably 
took him for a monkey, charged furiously, 
and seizing the sapling with his trunk bent 
it two or three times to the ground, but for­ 
tunately without breaking the stem. 
Had 
he succeeded in doing so he would in his 
blind rage have probably trampled his mas­ 
ter to death, though when the mahout suc­ 
ceeded in backing him, and 
the author 
dropped to the ground and called him by 
name, “Muarak Guj,” he extended his trunk 
in the most friendly manner and hoisted him 
onto his head. 
A much more terrible danger was incurred 
by the w riter with this same elephant, when 
a tigress having sprung on his head, “Mua­ 
rak,” by a mighty shake, hurled his enemy 
and his rider into the air together, the latter 
being deposited unhurt in a nest of soft grass 
which happily 
concealed him from 
the 
tigress, and out of which in fear and trem­ 
bling he managed to make his way toward 
the approaching line of elephants, regain­ 
ing his seat upon the head of “Muarak Guj.” A 
second time the tigress made a similar spring, 
but this time Mr. Barras believes that “Mu­ 
arak” prevented the muscles of his neck 
from moving, so that his rider might not be 
unseated when he flung from him bis assail­ 
ant, the already wounded tigress being finally 
mastered by one of the female elephants, who 
fairly sat dowm upon her and nearly smoth­ 
ered her in the mud. 
Though the author believes that there is 
no limit to the sagacity and power of these 
1 creatures, which he ranks next to man in the 
animal kingdom, and though he deprecates 
the treatm ent they receive at the hands of 
the natives, he on one occasion so far forgot 
his principles as to tease the elephant he was 
riding by im itating tho roar of a tiger. 
He, 
however, very Dearly met with his death 
from the enraged animal, which never after­ 
ward forgot the insult. 
Elephants seem to 
j bo perfectly able to distinguish between those 
who hurt them out of malice and those who 
do so for their good; thus even a dangerous 
one submitted with perfect patience to have 
her wounds dressed with brandy and salt, 
although the remedy is excessively painful 
On* of the female elephants, “Manut Dar,” 
gave a wonderful example of gentleness and 
intelligence, when, instead of revenging her­ 
self on the mahout, who used the goad with 
great severity when she was making her 
escape from a tiger, she simply took it out of 
his hands with her trunk at the first oppor­ 
tunity and threw it over tho wall of the 
court-yard into which she had retreated for 
shelter. 


ANIMALS AS BAROMETERS. 


Ail Old German Doctor Gives the 
R e s u lts of Ills Observations* 
[Cincinnati Enquirer.] 
I do not know* of any surer way of predict­ 
ing the changes in the weather than by ob­ 
serving tbe habits of the snail. 
They do not 
drink, but imbibe moisture during a rain 
aud exude it afterw**.*’ 
This animal is 
never seen abroad, except before a"raftr,. 
when you will see it climbing the bark of 
trees and getting on the leaves. 
The tree 
snail, as it is called, 
two days 
before 
a rain 
will 
climb 
up 
the stems 
of 
plants, aud if the rain is going to be a 
hard and long one, then they g^t pn the 


sneirerea siae oi a Jear, out it a snort ram on 
the outside. 
Then there are other spocies 
that before a rain are yellow; after it blue. 
Others indicate rain by holes aud protuber­ 
ances, which before a rain rise as large 
tubercles. These will begin to show them­ 
selves ten days before a rain. At the end of 
each tubercle is a pore, which opens when 
the rain comes to absorb and draw in the 
moisture. 
In other snails deep indentations, 
beginning a t the head between the horns, and 
ending with the jointure a t the tail, appear 
a few days before a storm. 
Every farm er knows when swallows fly low 
that rain ia coming; sailors, when the sea­ 
gulls fly toward the land; when the stormy 
petrel appears, or Mother Carey’s chickens, 
as they are called, predict foul weather. 
Take tbe ants. 
Have you never noticed 
the activity they display before a storm, 
hurry, scurry, rushing hither and y jd, as if 
they were letter-carriers making six trips a 
day, or expressmen behind time? Dogs grow 
sleepy and dull, and like to lie before a fire 
as rain approaches; chickens pick up peb­ 
bles, fowls roll in the dust, flies sting and bite 
more viciously, frogs croak more clamor­ 
ously, gnats assemble under trees and horses 
display restlessness. 
When you see a swan flying against the 
wind, spiders crowding on a wall, toads 
coming out of their holes in unusual numbers 
of an evening, worms, 
slugs and snails 
appearing, robin redbreasts pecking at our 
windows, pigeons coming to the dove-cote 
earlier than usual, peacock’s squalling at 
night, mice squeaking or geese washing, you 
can put them all down as rain signs. Nearly 
all animals have some way of telling the 
weather in advance. 
It may be that the 
altered condition of the atmosphere with re­ 
gard to electricity, which gene‘ally accom­ 
panies changes of weather, maces them feel 
disagreeable or pleasant. 
Tho "act that the 
cat licks herself before a storm is urged by 
some naturalists as proof of tho special influ­ 
ence of electricity. 
Man is not so sensitive. 
Yet many people feel listless before a storm, 
to say nothing of aggravates, headaches, 
toothaches, rheumatic pains, and last, but 
not least, corns. 


An Infernal Vlachlne* 
[Chicago News.] 
Quite recently a scientific person with an 
inquisitive turn of mind inveuted a small, 
incandescent 
electric 
lamp which, when 
placed in the mouth, exposes to the gaze the 
entire structure of the face, bones and all 
being rendered transparent* 
Of course it is 
pretended that this has been done in the inter­ 
est of humanity, and a great deal has been 
written about the assistance the lamp will 
render to practitioners of medicine and sur­ 
gery. 
But this is clearly a specious claim. 
The lamp will no doubt soon be so perfected 
that it will not 
only reader the facial 
bones transparent, but will cast light into the 
innermost convolutions and recesses of tbe 
brain. 
It is only a question of degree. 
So 
much power will do what has been achieved, 
so much more will penetrate the skull of the 
thickest-headed man that can be submitted 
to the test* 
By this time our readers will have appre­ 
ciated the danger to which we deeire to 
arouse them. 
The real and sinister design of 
the inquisitive scientist is the gratification of 
curiosity. 
As the lamp approaches perfec­ 
tion he can easily be imagined gloating, in 
anticipation, over the time when, seated by 
the bedside of some unfortunate too weak to 
protest, he shall cast a steady stream of 
light upon his brain,and by studying and com­ 
paring its action with the uttered thought of 
the invalid will come in time to associate every 
cerebral condition with its corresponding 
thought. 
The idea is awful. 
By and by 
each man will be at the mercy of his fellow; 
secrets will be impossible; all conceptions of 
the brain will be public property. 
A man's 
ideas will be at the service of the fellow on 
the opposition paper. 
Worse still if the 
light be cast on a region lower than the 
brain any meddling busybody may learn 
what we had for dinner.

Grape seed oil is used in Italy for purposes 
of illumination.

Thirty-three pounds of seed 
yield about thirteen quarts of oil (or[about 18 
per cent). 
The seeds of white grapes yield 
less oil than those of the dark variety, and 
young vines are said to be more fruitful in 
this respect than older ones. 
The color is a 
golden yellow, and the oil loses about 25 per 
cen t in purification.

DON’T HAVE TO WAIT.

When Stonewall Jackson marched into 
Frederick City on that September morning 
of 1862, with hi* Confederate army lustily 
chanting “My M aryland,” he made the sleepy 
old town from that moment one of the chief 
historio spots of the war of the rebellion. 
Not because of a great battle, but through 
a poem, the growth of an incident said to 
have occurred during his progress through 
the street*. 
An old dame, 
extinguishable devotion to 
reported to have waved 
State* flag from an upper window of her 
humble home as Jackson rode by. That was 
Barbara Fritchie. 
The incident was told to 
Mr. W hittier—some say by Mrs. South worth 
—and out of the sentiment and patriotism of 
the act the poet has woven a story so simple 
and beautiful that it will live as long as the 
war is remembered with interest in the his­ 
tory of the nation. 
Nearly all concur in one fact—Stonewall 
Jackson did not pass the house of Barbara 
Fritchie, but entered by another street and 
thence through Mill alley, and so by the resi­ 
dence of some old friends. 
At the corner of 
tbe alley, according to some. Mrs. Quautreli 
waved a small hand flag; but you may walk 
for a day and you will fail to find any one in 1 
Frederick who saw her do it. 
It seems to 
have been born of the after-crop of that 
fruitful imagination which ripened and bore 
so marvelously when the cruel war was over. ! 
Resjiectable people who stand up boldly for 
Barbara sneer with contempt at the Quan- 
trell rivalry, and hundreds of other respect­ 
able people smile with a stolid incredulity at 
the claims of both. 
UNCERTAINTY* 
You go into Frederick a firm believer in 
Barbara, and you leave it in a daze of uncer­ 
tainty. 
The Republican, man or woman, 
whether in Frederick at the time or not, will 
diH-lare loudly for the whole truth of Mr. 
W hittier’s little epic, unloes, indeed, you 
meat others who ignore old B arlara and tell 
you it was a woman named Quantrell who 
w aved that flag at the old Ironsides of the 
Confederates. 
She, they will tell you, is in 
one of the Washington departments holding 
a clerkship on credit of that same flag. 
Others will as boldly declare that the event 
never occurred. 
Republicans, again, will 
fay that these last simply voice the sentiment 
of old Maryland. 
And so you flounder. 
WHAT HE SAW. 
An Intelligent colored man was found who 
taw Barbara Fritchie wave the flag from the 
dormer window of her small one and one- 
Lalf story bouse. 
It stood on the Lank of tbe 
creek and by the bridge crossing, and on this 
bridge Fits Hugh Lee sat on his horse while 
his men lay around at their ease at “a halt.” 
There was a flag presentation to Capt. Dor­ 
sey’s company of cavalry—raised in or near 
Frederick. The colored man saw Miss Fanny 
Ebbert*, then a young girl, present the Sag, 
and at that moment Barbara Fritchie waved 
tbe Union flag from her w indow . 
There was 
a small excitement among the Confederates, 
and two men rushed to the huusa and tried 
to force tbe door. 
Fits Hugh Lee ordered 
them back, but there was no shooting and 
“no particular great excitement” after it. 
All this the intelligent colored man saw for 
himself and was glad to describe circum 
stanttally, adding that a good old Union 
man, one Jacob Engelbrecht, living immedi­ 
ately opposite Barbara Fritchie, saw this 
also, and was exultant quietly that “someone 
lived brave enough to wave tbe old flag in 
the face of the rebels.” 


WHAT SHE KNEW. 
This statement was strong enough to serve 
as a basis of inquiry. 
The young girl of 
twenty-two years since was found in Mrs. 
Dorsey, the widow of that^ very Capt. Dor­ 
sey to whose company she had presented the 
flag by tbe bridge, while Fitz Hugh Lee 
looked on and Barbara Fritchie stood up so 
boldly for her «<!*%. 
Mr*. 
D orsey, a r*lu«>l 
lady in spectacles, denied *11 knowledge of 
tho waving of the flag by the old woman, 
and also did not recollect presenting any 
flag to any company of Confederate cav­ 
alry. 
It may have been; it was so long ago, 
and she was very young. 
She had heard it 
reported of a Mrs. Quantrell, but of herself 
knew nothing. 
Mrs. Fritchie was brave 
enough to have done such a thing. 
Yes! 
She 
was of that character of woman. 
She was known to go out 
and chase 
the Confederate soldiers from her door aud 
from in front of her little house with her 
cane, not sparing them 
meanwhile 
the 
strongest of epithets in her patriotic denun­ 
ciation and espousal of tbe Union cause. 
Mrs. Dorsey clearly understood that such an 
incident did not reflect upon Gen. Stonewall 
Jackson or the Confederate cause of that day, 
but there was nothing in it but Mr. W hit­ 
tier's beautiful poem. 
So far was shattered 
the circumstantial narrative of tbe intelli­ 
gent colored man. 
THE LITTLE 
HOUSE. 
A photogTapic gallery was explored and 
pictures of Barbara 
Fritchie and her little 
house were found. 
Hundreds of both had 
been sold. 
The 
photographer was out, 
but doubtless if he had been in he would have 
stood stoutly by the old lady’s memory—and 
his pictures. 
The house was pulled down in 1869, and 
there are those who do not hesitate to say 
that the authorities of that time found it con­ 
venient to widen the creek at that precise 
spot in order to destroy that monument I© 
Barbara Fritchie’s stanch loyalty. 
On the 
other side, the non-believers in Dame Bar­ 
bara ridicule the*idea as absurdly false. 
Canes were made from the wood of this house 
and fold at tho Centennial—hundreds of 
them, with a certificate attached. 
To return to old Jacob Engelbrecht, the 
tailor, who lived opposite Mrs, Fritchie when 
she waved the flag, and who was glad of it. 
Honest old Jacob has joined the majority, 
but ho has left a diary behind, written in 
every line and day by day himself. This was 
seen and found to be full of interest. 
o l d J a c o b ’s d ia r y . 
On Sept. 6 he wrote: “This morning about 
8 a. m. the rebels took possession of our 
good city. One thing I know, we put our­ 
selves into the hands of the Lord, who has 
watched over us so many years, and we 
were fully assured he would not forsake us 
in time of need.” The old gentleman is re­ 
ported by his grandson to have been an 
Abolitionist—fearful name in those days— 
and perhaps his fears of personal injury were 
not ill-grounded. 
But he makes no mention 
of Barbara, Fritchie waiving the flag. 
Is it 
not probable, if such a noteworthy fact had 
occurred, coupled, too, with the important 
event of the Confederate army occupying 
Frederick in force, that John Englebrecbt 
would have deemed it fitting of honorable 
mention in his quaintly expressed and curi­ 
ous diary? It can scarcely be considered prob­ 
able that he would have omitted it, unless, 
indeed—as was pleasantly suggested by a 
Fritchie partisan—unless Jacob was hiding 
In his cellar at the time and was afraid to 
show himself. 
This, however, we must de­ 
cline to believe of old Jacob, who later on in 
bis diary, and when the stars and stripes 
again waved over Frederick, entered this: 
“I must say the rebels behave themselves 
well.” 
They left on the 10th, after buying 
everything in the shape of wearing apparel 
that the stores of Frederick had in them. 
That is to say the advanced guard did. 
Those who came afterward got nothing and 
left as ragged as they had entered. 
THE GRANDSON’S STORY. 
Louis E. Engelbrecht, the grandson of Ja ­ 
cob of the curious diary so w-oll kept, says 
of the Barbara Fritchie story that his grand­ 
father did not believe in i t 
He lived oppo­ 
site and must have known of a circumstance 
so fully in accord with his own feelings, if 
it had occurred, but the old gentleman 
never failed to denounce it as a fiction which 
ha<l no foundation in fact 
Such are the conflicting versions of the 
story of Barbara Fritchie. 
Exhaustless in­ 
quiries simply duplicate these. 
But W hit­ 
tier’s poem has niched old Barbara Fritchie 
among the heroines, and she stands there 
looking out bravely. 
Sbe lies in the grave­ 
yard of Frederick, and hundreds go there 
every year to do her memory honor. 
This is 
fame. 
The sarcophagus of Alexander could 
claim no more. 
And this only the humble 
resting place of an old woman who waved a 
flag—in a poem, and waved it perhaps no­ 
where else. 


Your Photograph Taken While You

like a horse and nerves bounding With health 
and spirits. 
I was delightfully cheered on in 
my conversion, good books on religion were 
recommended to me, and I was apprise! by 
various unknown correspondents that noth­ 
ing but graoe and strength from above, won 
by earnest prayer on my part, could enable 
me to m aintain my resolution. 
Letters of 
cougiatulation, invitations to deliver ad­ 
dresses, newspapers notices of the wonderful 
reformation of the Hon. Mr. Marshall, a man 
of fine genius, so they ran, but in the last 
stages of intemperance, poured in upon him,

The New national steamer, the America, is 
something more than a very fast vessel. 
W ithout doubt she is the fastest steamer 
afloat, but her wonderful speed has been 
obtained not by building her on the model of 
a lead pencil and by filling her with 
machinery. 
She has much greater porpor- 
tionate breadth of beam than tho Oregon; 
her machinery indicates 8,500-horse power, 
as compared with tbe 16,000-horse power of 
the Oregon’s engines, while she burns 190 
tons of coal daily, instead of the 33? burned 
by her rival. 
Her splendid performance on 
her first trip shows that the day of the nar­ 
row-beamed, 
excessivoly 
high-powered 
steamer is over. 
W ith a little more than 
half the horse power, and a little moro than 
half the daily consumption of coal, tbe 
broad-beamed, steady ship will beat her nar­ 
row, high-powered rival. 
The importance of the spleudid success of 
the America can hardly be overrated. 
It 
proves that fast steamers can be operated at 
an immense reduction of w hat has hitherto 
been their necessary cost, thus enabling them 
to dispense with freight and to make a profit 
by carrying passengers only. 
It also proves 
that a narrow beam is not a necessary condi­ 
tion of speed, but that a vessel may possess 
both stability and speed. 
The America con­ 
stitutes a new type of steamer, and is to 
some extent a solution of the problem how to 
combine sj>eed with safety and economy.

For four hours we had been pounding 
away a t Stevens’ battery and making no im­ 
pression on i t 
This was very annoying to

It missed— missed, seem- 
ingly, by a hair’s breadth—just grazing the 
top of the battery. 
Great was the disap­ 
pointment 
So much risked; so little won. 
But the two sergeants would not give it up 
so. 
They might as well be hanged for a 
sheep as a lamb. 
They were determined to 
have another shot. 
The gun was reloaded, 
which was quite a feat for two men, as tho 
shot we ghed 128 poun is, but when they triei 
to run tie gun “in battery” they failed. 
It 
required six m m to throw the carriage “in 
gear,” and the two sergeants could not ac­ 
complish i t 
Although the discharge of the 
ten-inch gun had escaped the observation of 
our officers, it had been noticed by the rebels. 
They knew all about tin position and jower 
of that particular gun, and had no doubt 
wondered a t its silence.

opened, it was of the utmost importance that 
it be silenced at once; so every rebel gun 
that could he brought to boar was turned on 
it, and a shower of shot and shell came hiss­ 
ing and hurtling about the ears of the two 
sergoants, who were still struggling in vain 
at the handspikes.

fright—not at tbe enemy’s shot, but at hav­ 
ing dismounted tbe boss gun of the outfit. 
Doth compatriots came down. 
There were 
now additional reasons for keeping mum 
about tbe ten-inch gun, and the major never 
learned how it was dismounted.

[Atlanta Constitution. ] 
In Philadelphia, on Eleventh street, 
is a 
large building called Lincoln 
institution, 
where there are eighty-four 
Indian girl 
pupils. 
Mrs. J. B. Cox is president of the 
Lincoln institution, and the Indian school is 
under her pereonal supervision. 
The ages 
of these girls range from 10 to 20, and repre­ 
sent sixteen Indian tribes. 
Most of them are 
from the west, principally Pawnees, Santecs 
and 
Cbippewas. 
Many of them 
have 
already been partially civilized by the ef­ 
forts of missionaries, and the m ajority of 
these girls will return to their own people 
as teachers. 
They are remarkably intelli­ 
gent, and rapidly acquire a knowledge of 
reading, penmanship and music, many of 
them, within a few months, learning to 
speak English fluently, draw maps neatly, 
write correct compositions, and play well 
upon the cabinet organ. 
During one-half the 
day the girls attend school; during the other 
half they are instructed in housework and 
sewing. 
They are neatly and uniformly 
dressed in blue gingham, with white colors;

decorations of the buildings was 
enhanced by their windows which 
were crowded with visions of beau­

It is to be remembered 
that not only was there the ten 
thousand which are to be seen on 
Minneapolis streets every day, but

Not only these, but also the thou­ 
sands of women and children who 
had come with their fathers, hus­

and every point within fifty miles 
—all had extra cars, and all were 
loaded to overflowing with more 
people than ever came before to 
Minneapolis in one day.

in reaching the city by the immense 
traffic imposed upon the railroads.

the day of the massing of the forces 
in parade. 
To this number were 
added large delegations from the 
neighboring cities and towns and 
surrounding country, 
itself with 
7,500 
in 
the first index to the 
old soldiers in the city.

LONGEVITY AND DRESS SUITS. 


T h e Latter Show n T o Be a Direct 
Cause o f the Former. 
[New York Times.] 
“I solemnly declare,” exclaimed Epicurus, 
the corpulent proprietor of one of the most 
fashionable restaurants in the vicinity of 
Madison square to a reporter, “that when I 
see j*oung fellows enter my establishment 
and audaciously take their seats a t my well- 
appointel dinner tables in their ordinary 
business clothes, ray blood boils within me. I 
feel it to be an insult which I burn to re­ 
sent.” 
Epicurus was moved to these reflections by 
the arrival of two young men in light check 
suite, who calmly entered the restaurant 
and took their places at a table by the side of 
three aristocratic “young bloods” in “claw- 
hammers” and white neckties. 
“Is a dress suit an absolutely essential char­ 
acteristic of an aristocratic restaurant?” in­ 
quired the mild youth. 
“Most 
undoubtedly,” was the scornful 
answer. 
“If I find that the tendency to 
abandon that attire sensibly increases I shall 
put up a notice prohibiting the entranoe of 
any one in business clothes. 
A dress-suit is 
a t the very root of polite table society. 
I 
know something about it, young man, and 
have studied the question deeply. 
I have 
my customers’ interests as much a t heart as 
my own. 
I’ll teil you what I mean. 
One of 
the most prominent physicians in this city 
told me as a positive fact that the reason 
English statesmen, barristers, and justices 
live to such old ages—it is a remarkable fact 
that they do—is simply because they dress 
for dinner.” 
“W hat on earth can dress suits have to d 
with longevity ?” 
“Simply this: Just suppose you’ve been 
harassed and worried by a hard day’s work 
—I don’t mean to say that statesmen and 
barristers invariably are—and that you’ve 
got to dress for dinner. 
The consequence 
is, you can’t precipitate yourself on your 
food and partake of it while in the state of 
annoyance which renders disgestion out of 
the question. 
You’re obliged to deliberately 
fix studs in your shirt—there’s nothing re­ 
quires more 
self-possession 
than 
th a t— 
wrestle with a collar, and don your black 
garments. 
By 
the time you’re 
attired 
you’ve probably 
forgotten 
half of your 
grievances and are ready to receive nourish­ 
ment. 
Ergo, you are benefited by your 
change of clothes.” 
“Still, the custom is going out somewhat, 
is it not?” 
“I grieve to say that owing to the perni­ 
cious example of the English members of par­ 
liament it is losing ground. Just think! 
Lord Randolph Churchill and one or two 
others are the only members who still adhere 
to the custom. 
W hat England will come to 
I don't know. 
I don’t care either, except so 
far os America is concerned, and it will af­ 
fect her by the force of example. 
I tell you 
it will be a terrible day for refinement and 
culture when men sit down to table in busi 
ness clothes pure and simple. I see before 
me a hideous picture of collapse and disinte­ 
gration.

“The new world is very different from the 
old,” the old man said, as he handed his card 
tc the reporter. 
Beyond the name it read: 
“House fronts renovated. 
All kinds of stone preserved and made 
equal to new.” 
“I have been in the business over forty 
years,” he continued, “and know it thor­ 
oughly. 
In Europe my only orders were to 
make new buildings old. 
W ith chisel, pum­ 
ice-stone, acid and lamp, you can convert a 
new building into a ruin. 
Only it costa 
money. To change a Queen Anne house of 
to-day into one of 150 years old, is worth, 
according to size, from $1,000 to $6,000. 
I 
had an order of that sort years ago near 
London. 
I took the job, and finished it to 
the owner’s satisfaction. 
How did I do it? I 
cut out the brick-work with hammer and 
chisel and crumbled the m ortar with acid.. 
The stone-work I broke up by heating it with 
a blast from the lamp and then throwing 
water upon it. 
This breaks the stone into 
irregular cavities, and produces just about 
the same effect as time does. 
W ith ashes I 
ate the 
wood-wot k just as I wanted it. 
Acid is good in this way, os it brings out tne 
grain and makes the wood much handsomer 
than it would bo even when altered by 
tiiuo. 
There’s c, house in Seventh avenue, 
Brooklyn, not more than two years old, 
where all the cabinet-work—oak—has been 
treated with acid. 
It looks now as if it had 
been Ihero almost a century. 
But in New 
York things are just the opposite. 
Every­ 
body wants bis house to look perfectly new. 
In ten vea?s I have had four orders to make 
now house old, and over 400 to make old 
ones new. 
How I do it depends upon the 
bouse. 
If it’s a frame building I make sharp 
edgos wherever there’s wear and tear. 
The 
dix.rs, windows and stoop is where most of 
i ho work is done. 
From use the edges get 
rounded and the paint wears out. 
If not too 
much worn I mako new edges and lines ou 
all the mcMings, and repaint them. 
If too 
much worn I take out the used-up pieces and 
put in new ones. 
Then in both cases I put on 
two or three coats of paint, and the house 
locks as if it were just built 
“Brick is the hardest job of all. 
The 
trouble is if you paint i t it shows the paint, 
and so shows the ago. 
Renovators, as we 
call ourselves, don’t agree at all upon brick 
houses. 
Some paiut and line a front, some 
wash aud then oil it, and some wash and 
then go over it with what they call soluble 
glass. 
I think the secret depends upon the 
kind of brick used. 
W ith some brick, boiled 
oil makes it look like a flrst-clas* new Phila­ 
delphia front; with others it would make it 
as dark as if it were fifty years old. 
There’s 
another kind of brick, made a t Haverstraw, 
I think, which oil ruins. 
But if you go over 
it w ith soluble glass and wash it down with 
acid, it’s as new and fresh as can be. 
“With marble, limestone, and these fancy- 
colored 
sandstones, 
a 
scrubbing-brush, 
water and 
sand 
are 
all 
you 
should 
use. 
The 
stone 
gets 
discolored 
from 
the dust and smoke flying about, but the dis­ 
color is merely on the outside, and a good

House Drainage.

ing days.

Sometimes it is cut with the 
grain, and then it splits off in llakec; some­ 
times across the grain, and then it wears into 
irregular hollows. 
The beet way is acroae 
the grain. 
Take the houses in Fifth avenue 
near Fifteenth street, and you’ll hardly see a 
single perfect stone on the whole front. 
On the other hand, the newer houses, and 
especially the Vanderbilts’, are made of stone 
cut across the grain, and they’ll last for years. 
The trouble is chiefly with the frost. 
The 
stone is porous, and absorbs a good deal of 
water. 
A cold night comes on, aud the 
water freezes. 
If there is enough water in a 
piece, it either loosens or splits a laver, and 
the 
next 
thaw 
knocks 
it 
down. 
Of 
course, 
the 
best 
treatm ent 
is to soak 
the 
stone 
with 
something 
that 
will 
keep the water out. 
Raw oil, boiled oil, 
soluble glass, and acid and glycerine have all 
been used, but I think soluble glass is the 
beet. 
You see, all the oils gum, and after 
a time allow water to soak in, but glass never 
gums, and stays where you put it for years. 
I’d make a contract to keep a brown-stone 
front for a lifetime if I were allowed to give 
it three coats of glass acid. 
The only 
objection is that it’s a little more expensive 
than boiled oil. 
W ith some lime-stones that 
are porous the dirt and smoke get way into 
the pores. 
A scrubbing won't do the work 
then, and you must eat away a thin layer 
with acid. 
It makes no difference what acid 
you use so far as eating the stone away is 
concerned, vitriol, m uriatic acid or aqua-* 
foitis. 
But I think m uriatic is the best, 
because, besides attacking the stone, it also 
bleaches perfectly white many things vitriol 
won’t tonch. 
“Granite is hard to renovate, but then it’s 
not often used in building. 
It’s not a sim­ 
ple stone, but a mixture, and its chief con­ 
stituent, feldspar, weathers more rapidly 
than the rest. 
The only way to renovate 
granite is with the chisel and pumice stone. 
Of course, you can keep it by varnishing it 
with soluble glass, but very few people take 
the trouble to do that. 
Soluble glass isn’t 
used so much here as in Europe. 
It's a 
mixture of silica and soda, or potash. 
You 
put it on like a regular paint, and then wash 
it over with acid. 
The acid combines with 
the alkali and flows off with the latter, 
leaving a thin deposit of silica upon the sur­ 
face and in the pores of the s 
\t first 
it is soft like gum, fcut it bar 
in a 
month makes 
a thick, 
tv. 
. hard 
varnish. 
“Renovation becomes harder every year. 
People have become tired of old styles, and 
have rushed into all sorts of building m a­ 
terial. 
Terra cotta, asphalted brick, 
and 
Ohio stone are now largely used, where 
twenty years ago they were unknown. 
In the old days I 
could 
renovate a 
front for 5 cents a foot 
A three-story brick 
house, fifty feet high and twenty wide, would 
cost about $50. 
Nowadays, what with carv­ 
ing and relief work, stone and metal, it runs 
up to 10 and 20 cents a foot 
For example: I 
got last week $200 for a house on Gramercy 
park. I don’t like this increased use of metal. 
Zinc and iron are the curse of modern archi­ 
tecture. 
Besides their gradual rusting, they 
produce electric action, and so increase de­ 
composition ten times over. 
Then, iron as it 
rusts, makes a reddish-brown crust that soaks 
into every thing. 
I can take out these stains 
to a certain extent with acid, but I can never 
make the stone as good as new. 
“Is there much renovation? There are at 
least twenty men in the trade; we’ve got all 
we want to do. 
A renovated bouse will 
bring 
$1,000 
more 
when 
it’s 
sold, 
and, as renovation seldom costs more than 
$500, you can see where the profit comes in.”

It has been fifty-three years since B’ack 
Hawk, the great chief of the Sac and Fox 
tribe of Indians, dwelt in Rock Island, Ills. 
As a warrior, patriot and state prisoner, he 
acquired distinction in his day, and is not yet 
forgotten. 
It was bis desire that a history of 
his life should be written, that the white peo­ 
ple might know the causes that had impelled 
him to his line of conduct. 
In accordance 
with his request he dictated his story to an 
interpreter, and in 1853 it was published. 
The book was dedicated to Brig. Gen. H. 
Atkinson in the following words: 
“The changes of fortune and vicissitudes of 
war made you my conqueror. 
When my 
best reeourees were exhausted, my warrior* 
worn down with long and toilsome march**, 
we yielded, and I became your prisoner. 
“The changes of 
many summers have 
brought old age upon me, and I cannot ex­ 
pect to survive many moons. 
I am now an 
obscure member of a nation that formerly 
honored and respected ray opinions. 
The 
path to glory is rough, and many ginmny 
hours obscure it. 
May the Great Spirit 
shed light on yours, and that you may never 
experience the humility that the power of 
the American government has reduce 1 me 
to, is the wish of him who, in his native for­ 
ests, was once as proud and bold as yourself.” 
Comparing the “civilized ’ manner of mak­ 
ing war with that of the Indian, Black 
Hawk, says: 
“Instead of stealing upon each other and 
taking every advantago to kill the enerny 
and wive their own people (which with us 
is considered good policy in a war chief) they 
(the whites) march out in open daylight 
and fight regardless of the number of w ar­ 
riors they may lose. 
After the battle is over 
they retire to feast and drink wine as if 
nothing had happened; after which they

in 
writing 
of 
what 
they 
have 
done 
each 
party 
claiming tho victory aud neither giving an 
account of half the uumber that have been 
killed ou their own side. 
They fight like 
braves, but would not do to lead a war 
[arty with us. 
Our maxim is to kill the j 
enemy and save our own men. 
Those chiefs 
would do to paddle a canoe, but not to steer 
it.” 
After describing the Indian manner of 
courtship and marriag®, he remarks: 
“During the first year they (the married 
pair) ascertain whether they can agree with 
Mch other and be happy—if not they part 
ind each looks out again. 
If we were to live 
together and disagree, we should be as foolish 
as the whites. 
No indiscretiou can banish a 
woman from her parental lodge—no differ­ 
ence bow many children she may bring 
home, she is always welcome; the kettle is 
jver the flre to feed them.” 
Our frequent change of rulers and rot ary 
principle in politics puzzled Black Hawk: 
“Tba white people never appear to be satis­ 
fied. 
When they get a good father they hold 
-ouncils (at the suggestion of some bad, am­ 
bitious man. who wants the place himself) 
and conclude among themselves that this 
man or some other, equally ambitious, would 
make a better father than they have, and 
nine times out of tan, they don’t get as good 
* one again.” 
On the land question this Indian chief and 
thinker antedates Henry George by a genera­ 
tion: 
“My reason teaches me that land can not 
be sold. 
The Great Spirit gave it to his 
rhildren to live upon and cultivate as far as 
i* necessary for their subsistence; and ao long 
u they occupy and cultivate it they have the 
; right to the soil; but if they voluntarily 
! leave it, tben any other people have a right to 
»ottle upon it.” 
Hera are a few extracts giving his religious 
! views: 
“We thank the Great Spirit for all the 
twmeftta He has conferred upon us. 
For my- 
•elf I sever take a drink of water from a 
ring without being mindful of His gool- 
n 
“We con only judge of wbat is proper and 
right by our standard of right and wrong, 
which differs wilely from the whitee, if 1 
have been correctly informed. 
“The whites may do bad all their lives an I 
then if they are sorry for it when about to 
lie, 
all 
is 
well. 
But 
with 
us 
it is different 
We must continue through­ 
out our lives to do what we conceive to be 
50od. 
If we have corn and meat, and know 
of a family that have none, we divide with 
them. 
If we have more blankets than suffi­ 
cient, aud others have not enough, we must 
?ive to them that w ant 
“For my part, I sun of the opinion that so 
far as we have reason, we hare a right to 
u>e it in determining what is right or wrong, 
and should pursue that path which we be­ 
lieve to be n g h t 
If the Great and Good 
Spirit wished us to believe and do as the 
whites, He could easily change our opinions 
*o that we would see and think and act a* 
they do. 
We are nothing compared to His 
power, and we feel and know i t 
We ha% e 
men among us like tho whites, who pretend 
to know the right path, but will not consent 
to show it without pay. 
I have no faith in 
their paths, but believe that every man must 
make his own path. 
“W hat! to be driven from our village and 
hunting-grounds and not even permitted to 
visit the graves of our forefathers, our rela­ 
tions and friends) 
“This hardship is not known to the whites. 
With us it is a custom to visit the graves of 
aur friends and keep them in repair for 
many years. 
The mother will go alone to 
weep over the grave of her child. 
The brave 
with pleasure visits the grave of his father 
after he has been successful in war, and re­ 
paints the post that shows where he lies. 
There is no place like that where tlie bones 
of our forefathers lie to go to when in grief. 
Here the Great Spirit will take pity on us.” 
Ot the Cumberland mountains he says: 
“I could see nothing in the country to in­ 
duce the people to live in it; and was aston­ 
ished to find so many whites living on the 
hills. 
I have often thought of them since 
my return to my own people; and am happy 
to think that they prefer living in their own 
country to coming out to ours and driving 
us from it, that they might live upon and en­ 
joy it—as many of the whites have already 
done. 
I think 
with 
them 
that 
wher­ 
ever 
the Great Spirit 
placed His peo­ 
ple 
they 
ought 
to 
be 
satisfied 
to 
remain, and thankful 
tor 
wh&t be has 
given them; and not drive others from the 
country he has given them because it hap­ 
pens to be Joetter than theirs! This is con- 
ti ary to my way of thinking, and from my 
intercourse with the whites, I have learned 
that one great prinoiple of their religion is 
to do unto others as you wish them to do 
unto you. 
These people in the mountains 
seem to act upon this principle, but the set­ 
tlers ou our frontiers and on our lands seem 
never to think of it, if we are to judge by 
their actions. 
“We started to Jefferson barracks in a 
-teambeat, under the charge of a young war 


chief (Lieut. Jefferson Davis), who treated ils 
all with much kindness. 
He is a good and 
brave young chief, with whose conduct I was 
much pleased. 
On our way down we called 
at Galena and remained a short time. 
The 
people crowded to the boat to see us; but the 
war chief would not permit them to enter the 
apartm ent where we were—knowing from 
what his own feelings would have been if he 
had Iteen placed in a similar situation, that 
we did not wish to have a gaping crowd 
around us.” 
The slavery question, then in its earlier 
stages of agitation (1S33), was brought to 
Black Hawk’s attention while on this jour­ 
ney to the east 
“The subject of colonizing the negroes was 
introduced aud my opinion was asked as to the 
best method of getting clear of these people. 
I was not prepared at the time to answer, as 
I knew but little about their situation. I have 
since made many inquiries on the subject, 
and find that a number of states adm it no 
slaves, whilst the balance hold these negroes 
as slaves, and are anxious, but do not knbw 
how, to get clear of them. 
I will now- give 
| my plan, which, when understood, I hope 
will be adopted. 
“Let the free states remove all the male ne­ 
groes within their limits to the slave states. 
Then let our Great Father buy all the female 
negroes in tho slave states between the ages 
of 12 and 20, and sell them to the people of 
the free states for a term of years—say those 
under 15 until they araSl. and those of aud 


over in, tor nve yeari—and continue to buy 
all the females in the slave states as soon as 
they arrive at the age of 12 and take them 
to the free states and dispose of them in the 
same way as the first, and it will not be long 
before the country is clear of the black skins 
about which, I am told they have been 
talking for a long time; aud for which they 
have expended a large amount of money. 
I 
have no doubt but our Great Father would 
willingly do his part in accomplishing this 
object for his children, as he could not loee 
much by it and would make them all happy. 
If the free states did not want them all for 
servants, we would take the balance in aur 
nation to help our women make corn.”

chines, and their bursting has frequently 
caused a serious loss of Ufa. 
Carbonic acid gas, curiously enough, seizes 
upon the organic impurities of water, and 
i hides their real character from the taste. 
It 
will hold in a kind of chemical imprison- 
t ment ninety-nine times its own bulk of im- 
j pure gahos. 
That is w by charcoal is such an 
i excellent thing to filter water with. 
Placed 
in bulk wherever bad odors prevail, it is one 
of the n oit powerful, simple and effective 
j disinfectants know n in the domain of chem­ 
istry. 
The great trouble with all carbolic 
disinfectants is that they cnly hold coutagi- 
I ous and poisonous 
gases temporarily in 
prison and give them off again under various 
changes in 
the 
atmosphere. 
The car­ 
bonic acid 
gas 
in 
drinking-water 
in- 
! jtaittaneously 
attracts 
by 
a 
kind 
of 
gaseous gravitation all the impuritiea it 
contains. 
Veiled by a little syrup and fruit 
*-*once, a large quantity of this impure water 
is consumed which .otherwise would not bs 
to the serious prejudice of the lives of those 
who innocently uae it 
K.rroe idea of the qualities of so-called soda 
| water can readily be gained by taking a gla*« 
the water from any of the fountains in 
the various drug stores without any syrup or 
ii.*gui*uig fruit essence. 
The water is usually 
to heavily impregnated with the gas that it 
| violently escapes the moment it is unoon- 
Suod. 
By placing the lips upon the gla&s as 
if in thu act of drinking, and carefully re­ 
fraining from doing so, but at the >ame in- 
j ttant smelling and inhaling through the nos 
tril the escaping gas, with its loaded im­ 
purities, s revelation of its real properties 
will bs obtained which will afford a very 
valuable lesson, and perhaps a safeguard 
against its too copious use. 
It should be un­ 
derstood, however, that purs water charged 
1 with carbonic acid gas is not deleterious. An 
igreeable sense of refreshment follows the 
ise of all beverages in which carbonic add 
I gas is more or less present 
It is, neverthe­ 
less, of an abnormal an l transient charac­ 
ter, and apart from the physiological dan­ 
gers likely to follow the sudden reduction of 
Ihe temperature of the vital functions to 
nearly a freezing point,a mental disquietude is 
,n many cases traced to the immoderate use of 
toe-cold summer beverage*, more intractable 
sren than that arising from the excessive use 
>f alcoholic liquors.
